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PREFACE 


The Lutheran World Federation is an association of 57 member 
churches. It was created by an assembly of representatives of Lutheran 
churches in Lund, Sweden, in 1947 to replace what had existed since 1923 
in the form of the Lutheran World Convention. The urgent need of 
relief, reconstruction, and refugee service after both world wars was one 
of the factors that led to this free association of churches. The need for 
theological study and discussion of the faith of the churches was also a 
dominant factor in the formation of this confessional world movement. 


Lutheran churches are found in most European countries. Through 
migration and missions it has been established in North and South America, 
Asia, Africa, and Australia. With different languages, traditions, customs, 
the churches associated in the Lutheran World Federation are united in 
adhering to the Old and New Testaments, to the Augsburg Confession 
and to the Small Catechism of Luther. 


The pattern of work and service which emerged in the years since 
our Lund Assembly and in the Hannover meeting in 1952 is one of 
theological study, service to the churches, coordination of mission work, 
and interpretation and information on the life of the churches. This 
directory seeks to give essential data on the Lutheran World Federation, 
its member churches, its Departments, Commissions, and Committees. 
This issue of the 1957 directory is the third since 1952 and will be espe- 
cially valuable in preparation for the third Assembly.

ORGANIZATION OF THE LWF 


The highest authority of the Lutheran World Federation is the Plenary 
Assembly which is composed of delegates from the 57 member churches 
around the world. Since the Assembly meets only once in five years, the 
Federation’s work is directed in the interim by the President and the 
Executive Committee. The latter appoints the Executive Secretary who 
directs LWF headquarters with the Business Office and four Departments, 
While the Information Department is responsible directly to the officers 
of the Federation, the others have special Commissions, which act as 
advisory or directing committees, It is these Departments, too, that have 
work in all the continents, concentrated, in some cases in particular areas 
as described in this booklet. Other Commissions, that do not correspond 
to LWF Departments, are primarily study groups. Finally the special 
Latin America Committee is pledged to the support of the Lutheran 
churches’ work in one particular area of the world.

Though the German National Committee includes two more churches

The U.S. National Committee is identical with the National Lutheran 
Council, the joint agency of the eight U.S.A. Lutheran Churches which 
are members of the Lutheran World Federation. The Council maintains 
“‘divisions’’ of American Missions, College and University Work, Welfare, 
Public Relations, Lutheran World Federation Affairs, and a Bureau of 
Service to Military Personnel. Within the Division of Lutheran World 
Federation Affairs are departments of Theological Cooperation, Lutheran 
World Service, Lutheran Cooperation in Latin America and World Mis- 
sions Cooperation. These departments cooperate with corresponding 
departments of the Lutheran World Federation in fulfilling the respon- 
sibilities of the U.S. National Committee. In all of its overseas activities 
the U.S. National Committee channels its aid through the departments of 
the Federation. The Division of Welfare cooperates with the Lutheran 
World Federation in the work of Immigration and Resettlement. 


The Council sponsors an annual appeal for funds called “Lutheran 
World Action’. These funds are used for inter-church aid, orphaned 
missions, material relief, and for certain special domestic activities. The 
Council also recognizes and supports ‘‘Lutheran World Relief’ an agency 
which distributes food, clothing, medicines, etc. collected for relief pur- 
poses. 
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Yugoslavia

The Committee, formed by representatives of the four Lutheran 
churches, handles all requests for aid and supervises its distribution and 
use, which, however, is carried on by the individual churches. It also 
arranges for the theological training of future ministers at the Orthodox 
Faculty of Belgrade where a Lutheran lectureship has been set up and 
represents the Lutheran pastors vis-a-vis the civil authorities in such 
matters as social security. 


Il. THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


is chosen so as to achieve as wide a representation as possible of world 
Lutheranism. The original pattern which was to draw four members from 
each of the major Lutheran “‘regions’’, i.e. North America, Scandinavia, 
Germany, and the smaller churches has been amended by the enlargement 
of the Committee to 19 members and the provision that four must be lay 
people. The four lay members are again drawn from the four major 
“regions”. The system of rotation provided by the Constitution for the 
smaller churches is illustrated by the fact that whereas the Executive Com- 
mittee elected in 1947 had representatives from the churches of Latvia, 
France, Hungary, and the Gossner Evangelical Lutheran Church, India, 
the Present Committee’s members represent the churches of Austria, 
Brazil, Holland, France, and the Andhra Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
India.

The aims of the Department are: 
1. To promote fellowship and cooperation in study among Lutherans. 


2. To engage in such theological studies as are assigned to the Department 
by the Executive Committee. 


3. To assist the Churches in meeting their needs for the strengthening 
of congregational life. 


The functions of the Department are: 

1. To coordinate the exchange of personnel — professors, graduate stu- 
dents, and pastors. 

2. To make available preparatory studies on the theme for the coming 
Assembly ; to carry on a study program based on the main results of 
previous assemblies. 

3. To facilitate the translation and publication of important theological 
and church literature. 
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4. To encourage the member churches to hold conferences for pastors, 
theologians, and laymen, and assist them in making plans for special 
courses. 


5. To list the special needs in the fields of work described above, inform 
the National Committees of such needs, and request their support. 


6. To cooperate with all the other programs of The Lutheran World 
Federation 


Set up at the Hannover Assembly in 1952, the Department of Theology 
has been called upon to take up a whole series of different tasks both in the 
practical field and in that of theological study. To the former belong the 
organization of annual international theological conferences, which were 
formerly held unter the auspices of the U.S. National Committee in 
Germany and other countries of Europe and which are now planned for 
the U.S.A. as well. In addition, there is the administration of scholar- 
ships provided by various National Committees and enabling the Depart- 
ment to keep up a program of exchange of professors, graduate students, 
and pastors. In order to be equipped for these and other duties the Depart- 
ment has undertaken not only to build up a theological library at LWF 
headquarters but also to conduct a world-wide survey of Lutheran theo- 
logical literature, faculties and seminaries, libraries, unpublished theologi- 
cal manuscripts, study and research centers, and theological study groups 
as well as individual theologians, 


On behalf of the Commission on Theology, the Department has organ- 
ized the first international Congress on Luther Research at Aarhus, Den- 
mark, in August, 1956. Similar scientific congresses will be planned in 
the future. 


The Department’s study program, which is carried on with the help 
both of the Theological and of the Liturgical Commission, is at present 
concentrated on the preparations of the theme of the coming Assembly of 
the LWF at Minneapolis in 1957 (theme: “Christ Frees and Unites’’). 
The Department works out the preparatory study documents and provides 
material to help the member churches in preparation and theological 
development of the theme before the Assembly takes place. In addition, 
subjects like that of the nature of the church, the nature of worship, the 
unity of the church, as derived from the discussions of the LWF’s Plenary 
Assembly in Hannover in 1952, are also part of the Department’s study 
program. This study program is carried on at the meetings of the Com- 
mission on Theology and of Liturgy as well as at the theological confe- 
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rences sponsored by the Department in the different member churches. 
It is further developed by articles published in the theological journals of 
the member churches and in the LWF’s own organs. The Department 
is also responsible for book reviews, which are published in the LWF organ 
in close cooperation with the Department of Information. Last but not 
least, the Department collaborates closely in the capacity of theological 
adviser in the work of all the other branches and Departments of The 
Lutheran World Federation.

CHARTER OF THE DEPARTMENT OF WORLD SERVICE 


Preface 


At the 1952 Assembly of The Lutheran World Federation it was voted 
unanimously to establish the Department of World Service. Through this 
action the member churches gave evidence of their earnest wish to develop 
a global witness to the Gospel and its redemptive power in the lives of men. 
The member churches devoutly desire to manifest the Love and the Light 
which they have experienced in their Crucified and Risen Lord, Jesus 
Christ. To the end that there may be general understanding of the Depart- 
ment of World Service, this charter has been prepared. Here will be found 
statements outlining the objectives, policies and operations of the Depart- 
ment. This charter has been prepared by the staff, reviewed by the Com- 
mission on World Service and approved by the Executive Committee of 
The Lutheran World Federation. 


General Objectives 


1. To provide the member churches with a common international Lutheran 
agency available to them as they seek to meet in Christian love and 
compassion human need as it may develop in the world. 
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To conduct surveys and studies in order to determine the nature and 
extent of human needs throughout the world and disseminate this 
information among member churches. 


To approach member churches and National Committees, seeking to 
secure their support of specific activities and projects of World Service 
especially through financial grants, material goods and/or personnel. 


To organize and administer or coordinate services on the basis of 
resources received for that purpose from member churches or from 
other sources along the lines described in the following section entitled 
Program. 

To submit regular reports of all activities to the Executive Committee 
of The Lutheran World Federation with copies to the National Com- 
mittees. 

To provide an international Lutheran agency which can be recognized 
by governmental and voluntary agencies in its field and which can 
represent The Lutheran World Federation, Department of World 
Service, before these agencies. 

To offer National Committees, member churches and their agencies a 
consultative service as they seek to carry forward their Christian 
ministry of mercy and to provide a program of exchange of personnel 
and materials in the field of stewardship and congregational life. 


Program 


For the present, the following areas of service shall be included in the 


program of World Service : 


Service to refugees ; 

Inter-church aid including aid to assigned minority and diaspora 
groups ; 

Material relief, such as food, clothing, medicines, etc. ; 

Cooperation with the work of ecumenical organizations in its field. 
Such services and activities may be of the following types : 


(a) Joint services in behalf of some or all of the member churches 
which contribute towards a common budget. 


(b) Coordination of the work of individual member churches through 
the gathering of information and the assignment of fields. 


(c) Acting as a channel for funds or supplies received from member 
churches or non-member groups or agencies. 
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The Commission and staff shall continually evaluate the program in 
order to be alert to necessary adaptations resultant from emerging new or 
changing needs. Moreover, the Department of World Service shall con- 
tinue to evaluate its program so that responsibility for certain direct ser- 
vices to people may be eventually released to member churches and their 
agencies. The Department shall offer direct services to people in cases of 
emergency or where the nature of the need makes requisite an international 
agency such as the LWF-World Service. 


Principles of Program Operation 


1. The program of LWF-World Service shall be global in its perspective, 
developing those services and functions which are international in 
character and scope while encouraging National Committees, member 
churches and their agencies to assume responsibility for national and 
local services. 


2. The program shall be kept flexible and dynamic in order to meet with 
speed and efficiency emerging and changing conditions. 


3. It shall be the goal of LWF-World Service in serving individuals or 
groups or churches to serve in such a way that they may be helped to 
become self-maintaining and self-directing. LWF-World Service shall 
not allocate funds or grant support for needs in situations which seem 
to imply continuing subsidy unless after careful review by the Com- 
mission such assistance is requisite in order to carry forward the pur- 
poses and attain the goals of the Lutheran World Federation. 


4. All programs of LWF-World Service in countries where member 
churches of the LWF exist shall be planned in close cooperation with 
the proper National Committees and shall take into consideration the 
total needs of the Lutheran church within each country. 


5. All funds, material goods appropriated, or staff authorized by member 
churches and National Committees to the service program of LWF- 
World Service shall be administered by the Department of World 
Service. 


Organizational Structure and Staff 


As a Department of The Lutheran World Federation, the World Ser- 
vice shall operate under the direction and supervision of a Commission 
appointed by and responsible to the Executive Committee of The Lutheran 
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World Federation. The Commission shall have as its duties the following : 
The development and regular review of program, preparation of annual 
budget, nomination and supervision of Department Director, formulation 
of broad policies within the framework of which the Department shall 
operate. 

The Director of the Department of World Service shall serve as the 
administrator of the Department and is responsible to the Executive 
Secretary of The Lutheran World Federation. He shall report regularly 
to the Commission on all matters pertaining to the Department’s service 
program, arrange for meetings of the Commission, and in cooperation with 
the chairman prepare agendas for these meetings. He shall be adminis- 
tratively responsible for all departmental staff. 


Under the Director normally there shall be a Senior Representative and 
such other staff as may be indicated, assigned to a country or group of 
countries depending upon such factors as work load, geography, etc. Each 
representative shall be responsible for supervising all the World Service 
programs in the given geographical area and to serve as liaison between 
the Department and the appropriate National Committee or Committees. 
All staff members shall be chosen insofar as possible from the various 
member churches of The Lutheran World Federation in order that the 
staff may be broadly representative of the insights and traditions of the 
member churches throughout the world. 


In each case appointment shall be made in consultation with the Nation- 
al Committee of the country to which he is to be sent with the approval 
of the church of which he is a member. 


Relationships 


The Department of World Service is recognized as an agency created 
by and belonging to the member churches of The Lutheran World Federa- 
tion. Therefore it shall always operate within the policies and structure 
of the cooperating churches working through their National Committees 
or officially designated agencies. Similarly this means that the member 
churches will recognize the Department as their official agency, giving 
their full endorsement and loyal support in those service programs which 
have been assigned to it. 


As a Department of The Lutheran World Federation, LWF-World 
Service shall be alert to the need for maintaining close relationship with 
other Departments of The Lutheran World Federation. 
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The Commission on LWF-World Service as it develops and super- 
vises the program of the Department recognizes the rights and authority 
of the Executive Committee of The Lutheran World Federation as the 
representative of the Assembly. 


The Commission shall report at regular intervals to the Executive 
Committee which shall have the power of review over the Commission, 


Since our Christian interests are not exclusively confessional, LWF- 
World Service shall coordinate its activities with those of the corresponding 
department of the World Council of Churches cooperating in the ecu- 
menical program whenever it seems proper and desirable. The Depart- 
ment of World Service shall also establish working relationships with 
governmental, inter-governmental and voluntary agencies to the end that 
we may not only assure adequate services to the members of our own house- 
hold of faith but fulfill our Christian responsibility to all who stand in 
need, regardless of race, creed, nationality, or political conviction. 


Financial Operations 


The Department of World Service shall be supported by budgets 
approved and authorized by the Commission and Executive Committee on 
an annual basis. The administrative budget, covering the salary of the 
Director, office and travel expense, shall be provided in the annual general 
budget of The Lutheran World Federation. 


The operational budget covering service programs of the Department 
shall be developed on the basis of annual surveys by the Department and 
supported by those churches and National Committees which indicate 
their desire to participate. The cooperation of the National Committees in 
meeting needs through financial participation, material participation, 
material goods and staff shall be solicited in the following ways : 


(a) National Committees possessing both the interest and the finan- 
cial means to undertake specific projects individually shall be 
invited to do so, such projects to be coordinated as a part of the 
total World Service global program. 


(b) Groups of National Committees desiring to work directly toge- 
ther shall be invited to sponsor and conduct joint activities 
coordinated through the office of LWF-World Service. 
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(c) Those preferring to work cooperatively through World Service 
shall be invited to contribute funds, material goods, staff and 
specialized services toward activities administered directly by the 
Department. Further study shall produce a time schedule under 
which the budget is to be prepared and approved by the Com- 
mission on World Service and the Executive Committee of The 
Lutheran World Federation. Provision shall be made for for- 
mulating a projected program by the Department, action by 
member churches or National Committees accepting responsi- 
bility for certain phases of the program, final approval by Commis- 
sion on World Service and Executive Committee, distribution of 
the approved budget to National Committees and member 
churches. 


During the fiscal year financial reports shall be made available regularly 
to National Committees and member churches, and at the end of the year 
a full audit shall be made of all financial operations, 

Such a plan shall not obligate a member church financially beyond its 
proportionate share of the annual administrative budget unless it expresses 
a clear decision to do so. The extent to which it participates in World 
Service operations beyond the administrative budget is determined solely 
by the member church or National Committee. 


FINANCES 


The program of LWF-WS is supported by an annual budget approved 
and authorized by the Commission on World Service. In the early spring 
of each year, National Committees and member churches are invited to 
submit projects for which they request assistance in the following fiscal 
year from other member churches and National Committees. Those pro- 
jects are then submitted by the Departmental Director to the Commission 
on World Service at its Annual Meeting (normally in August) for its study 
and decision. 

The Commission receives information on the needs of the churches and 
on available resources through the written requests submitted to LWF-WS 
staff. On the basis of this material, requests for aid are sifted and set up in 
a twofold program. One part contains those projects that can best be sup- 
ported from a common central fund, administered directly by the Depart-

ment, the other lists projects that National Committees are invited to 
underwrite either singly or together with others. The whole is then des- 
cribed in a Statement of Needs, which is circulated for action among the 
member churches of the Federation. The Statement is distributed by the 
Department in the fall, so that assurances of support may be in the hands 
of the Department by the beginning of the next fiscal year, when the 
program is put into effect.

The Lutheran Church of Austria receives aid through LWF-WS 
towards various phases of its work, especially the reconstruction of church 
buildings, the creation of new congregations made necessary by the influx 
of Lutheran refugees and the care of the refugees themselves who make up 
nearly 40 % of the church’s membership. LWF-WS also assists in the 
emigration and resettlement of refugees and supervises the distribution of 
material relief. In the field of pastoral care, material relief, and immigra- 
tion, the staff has been temporarily expanded in connection with the influx 
of Hungarian refugees.

The program of LWF-WS in West Germany does not include any 
direct financial aid to West German churches and congregations. How- 
ever, within West Germany the LWF-WS still renders material and 
spiritual aid to refugees, D.P. hard-core people, and emigrating refugees. 
The reason for this is the international character of their problems and 
the subsequent need of international workers. The program is carried out in 
close cooperation with the German National Committee and its Committee 
on Lutheran World Service. An important part of the LWF contribution 
has been in the field of stewardship and evangelism where fraternal workers 
from America have served as advisers. 


In East Germany an inter-church aid program is continuing including 
among other things church reconstruction and the training of catechists.

The program of the Lutheran World Service in Great Britain is con- 
cerned primarily with aiding the exiled churches in Great Britain through 
the Lutheran Council. Lutherans represented in the council number 
about 30,000, most of them immigrants from continental European coun- 
tries. This program includes among other things the promotion of joint 
Lutheran youth work and contributing to the establishment of parish 
centers. 


Baltic Areas, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, Roumania,

The LWF program aims to establish spiritual and material support 
for the Lutheran churches in these areas.

Since the beginning of the LWF-WS program in Hong Kong in 1954, 
thousands of Chinese refugees have been restored to health through the 
LWF-WS Medical Scheme. The second main objective of the LWF-WS 
program is to initiate self-help by granting loans to Chinese refugees in 
order that they become self-supporting. For educational purposes among 
Chinese refugee youth in Hong Kong, a school is run at Rennies Mill Camp 
and a hostel has been established where free care and maintenance is given 
to students. In individual emergency cases cash assistance is granted to 
needy in Hong Kong as well as on the Chinese Mainland. Food and 
clothing received from LWF member churches are distributed among 
Chinese refugees to alleviate their need. The entire LWF-WS program 
in Hong Kong is carried on in close cooperation with and advice from 
Lutheran missionaries stationed there.

CHURCH WORKERS INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE PROGRAM 


The Church Workers International Exchange Program provides opport- 
unities for Lutheran church workers throughout the world to get to know 
and understand each other and each other’s church life better, and to make 
through such understanding a clear witness to our common faith and a 
more vital proclamation of our common Gospel and Lord to the world. 
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Candidates may apply to their National Committee or member church to 
receive help in arranging a period of study and observation abroad. 


SERVICE TO MIGRANTS AND REFUGEES 


Through the Department of World Service, which in this field inherits 
the work done for five years by LWF-Service to Refugees, the Federation 
has undertaken to aid refugees and migrants in the following ways : Material 
aid to fugitives in camps —as in the Near East, spiritual ministry in 
camps — as in the reception camp of Australia, resettlement of persons 
unable to migrate overseas — as in Germany and Austria, where a large 
proportion of Ethnic Germans are helped to settle down locally and 
provided with various facilities such as housing through cooperative home- 
building societies. 


Special care is also given to refugee youth, particularly in Germany 
where large numbers of young people flee the East Zone and are received 
into church-operated homes and training centers in the West. Further 
services are the provision of homes for aged refugees from Germany, 
Austria and Trieste in church institutions, especially in Sweden. 


As for migration services properly speaking, they include the choice of 
eligible persons, where necessary the provision of assurances and gua- 
rantees by Lutheran church members in the country of immigration, the 
giving of travel loans and finally, in the country of reception, spiritual, 
personal and material services to the new settlers. This pattern of work, 
which includes also chaplaincy services on emigrant ships, applies largely 
to Europeans going to North and South America and Australia. In some 
cases LWF-WS takes over only one or two phases of these services, the 
others being supplied by governmental or inter-governmental agencies. 
Under special U.S. legislation, the Refugee Relief Act, a large number of 
migrants is resettled in the U.S.A. All resettlement programs are carried 
on through the cooperation of national church agencies such as Lutheran 
Refugee Service, U.S.A., Canadian Lutheran World Relief, Canada, 
Evangelisches Hilfswerk, Germany, etc. 


While basically all these actions are financed by the Federation’s own 
church-raised funds, it has been possible to increase their scope vastly 
through the financial contributions of non-church organizations. Thus 
the Intergovernmental Committee for European Migration (ICEM) con- 
tributes to the travel loan fund of the LWF for almost every person whose 
emigration and immigration into a new country is organized by LWF-WS. 
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Loans paid back by emigrants return into the LWF’s “revolving travel 
loan fund’, A further contribution by ICEM is made to the administrative 
costs of LWF-WS in proportion to the number of refugees moved by 
World Service. Similar cooperation exists between LWF-WS and the UN 
High Commissioner for Refugees. Here, too, a number of projects begun 
by LWF with its own funds, especially in the field of social assimilation 
of refugees, youth and educational work and the securing of visas are aided 
by the Office of the High Commissioner for Refugees.

The aims and objectives of the Department are: 


a8 We carry responsibility for orphaned missions, and, in cooperation 
with an inclusive group of representatives from younger churches, the 
Lutheran mission boards and societies, to continue and to extend the 
cooperation among the younger churches, the mission boards and 
societies.”’ 

The work of the Department has grown out of the program carried on 
since 1949 (Oxford meeting of the LWF Executive Committee) by the 
Commission on World Missions. Under the stress of war the Lutheran 
churches and missions of Sweden and the U.S.A. had administered or 
aided the work done on “‘orphaned”’ mission fields, i.e., those cut off from 
their home bases. This and other work of aid to the life of the younger 
churches was declared a responsibility of the entire Lutheran constituency 
at the Hannover Assembly and was therefore turned over to the Depart- 
ment. It has developed into a program of permanent value and looks now 
not only to the meeting of emergency needs but also to the positive task 
of assisting in the development of growing church programs in areas of 
special opportunity and need. 

Assistance in personnel or funds or both is given to churches and mis- 
sions working in British North Borneo, Ethiopia, Hong Kong, India, 
Indonesia, Japan, Jordan, Malaya, New Guinea, and South Africa. 
Assistance in Tanganyika continues to be administered by the Department 
of World Missions Cooperation of the National Lutheran Council (U.S.A.), 
the Church of Sweden Mission and the Swedish Evangelical Missionary 
Society. Exclusive of this last area, the total of financial grants-in-aid

amounted in 1956 to about U.S. $500,000.—. These funds were received 
through the National Lutheran Council, the various contributing mis- 
sionary societies in Europe, and National Committees in Canada, France, 
and Holland. Common interests in the Lutheran missionary program in 
Latin America are served by the LWF Committee on Latin America,

The major work of the Department lies in the field of missionary 
cooperation. Partly as a result of circumstances, but also because of a 
common and growing recognition of the unity within the whole Lutheran 
world, churches and missions of diverse origins have formed councils or 
federations or actually fused in organic unity. Such unity is demonstrated 
in varying patterns in New Guinea, Hong Kong, Tanganyika, and Mada- 
gascar, and movements toward unity, closer cooperation and coordination 
are taking place in almost every land where two or more Lutheran groups 
are working. In this development a part has been played by the Commis- 
sion and Department of World Mission, whether it be as liaison, consultant 
or initiating agent. 


The Department has aided in the elaboration of the statutes of such 
unions. In addition, the churches themselves are aided by studies being 
put at their disposal on various matters and by consultative services. 


The Department seeks to stimulate higher theological education in 
the churches of Africa and Asia and offers a number of scholarships to this 
end. It serves as a clearing house for informing churches and missions of 
needs and opportunities for work, and provides a liaison between the 
churches in Africa and Asia and those of Europe and America. Under 
the auspices of the Commission an annual week of consultation is held 
among mission and younger church leaders, which takes place at the annual 
meeting of the Commission. Consultations are sponsored among the 
younger churches as well. 


An All-Africa Lutheran Conference, the first of its kind, met in Novem- 
ber 1955 in Marangu, Tanganyika, and an Asia Lutheran Conference, 
bringing together delegates from nine Asian countries met in January 1956 
in Madras, India. A number of research and study projects are under way. 
Statistical information is assembled. Information is given and program 
and policies are discussed through articles published, particularly in the 
Lutheran World. A quarterly News Letter is distributed without charge to 
several hundred mission and younger church leaders. 
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The Department has field staff in Hong Kong and Indonesia. It offers 
to mission societies a trusteeship service for the holding of real property.

The Committee’s budget is supplied by the collaborating National 
Committees. It is used primarily to assist in the firm establishment of 
Lutheran congregations among both older foreign residents and new 
immigrants in those countries where no Lutheran churches existed until 
now, e. g. in Colombia, Ecuador, Venezuela, and the Central American 
republics ; the strengthening of isolated congregations such as that of 
Lima, Peru ; and the expansion of the larger churches’ services, especially 
in the diaspora, and to new immigrants. The Committee is active also 
in bringing pastors from North America and Europe to serve the groups 
working under its sponsorship and in fostering joint actions for all Latin 
American churches such as the production of church literature in Spanish. 
It also sponsors periodic Latin American conferences, attended by rep- 
resentatives of the churches of Latin America, the churches cooperating 
in the Committee, and the LWF.

The Commission on World Mission shall serve to strengthen and 
stimulate the missionary activities of the various Lutheran Churches, 
that there may be a common testimony to the Gospel all over the 
world. As an agency of the world-wide Lutheran church, it recognizes 
that its authority is spiritual and that there must be no encroachment 
on the rights and functions of the member churches, National Com- 
mittees and missionary societies. 


. The Commission shall originate and promote a study of Lutheran 


missionary activities and obligations. It shall seek to stimulate coordina- 
tion and cooperation in all missionary work. 
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In view of the important tasks assigned to this Commission, the 
directors of Lutheran missionary societies should be added to the 
roster of consultative members. 

The chairman should have discretionary powers to invite advisory 
members from outside the groups of consultative members. 


Meetings of the Commission should ordinarily be held once a year, 
but the chairman should have power to convene more frequent 
meetings as he considers necessary.

VII. THE LWF CONSTITUTION 


The Constitution of the LWF is that adopted by the Plenary Assembly 


of Lund, on July 4, 1947, by which the Lutheran World Convention was 
transformed into a Federation. Amendments, which took effect on July 4, 
in 1948 were made by the Lund Assembly itself. They resulted in the 
formulation of the Federation’s purposes as they stand at present and 
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in a more elastic system of distributing seats in the Assembly and Execu- 
tive Committee which allows change and adaptation in the future. Further 
amendments were voted by the 1952 Plenary Assembly in Hannover and 
are now in force since July 27, 1953 : The LWF has three vice-presidents 
instead of two and the Executive Committee 19 instead of 15 members — 
among them four lay people. 

The incorporation of the LWF as a legal entity according to articles 60 
and following of the Swiss Civil Code enables it to own or take over as 
trustee such property as member churches or their agencies (e.g. mis- 
sionary societies) may want to entrust to it. In case of an international 
conflict such property would be placed under the protection of the neutral 
Swiss consular authorities. 


THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE LUTHERAN WORLD FEDERATION 


I. Name 


The name and title of the body organized under this Constitution shall 
be The Lutheran World Federation. 


II. Doctrinal Basis 


The Lutheran World Federation acknowledges the Holy Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments as the only source and the infallible norm of 
all church doctrine and practice, and sees in the Confessions of the Lutheran 
Church, especially in the Unaltered Augsburg Confession and Luther’s 
Catechism, a pure exposition of the Word of God. 


III. Nature and Purposes 


1. The Lutheran World Federation shall be a free association of Lutheran 
Churches, It shall have no power to legislate for the Churches belonging 
to it or to interfere with their complete autonomy, but shall act as their 
agent in such matters as they assign to it. 

2. The purposes of The Lutheran World Federation are : 

(a) To bear united witness before the world to the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ as the power of God for salvation ; 


(6) To cultivate unity of faith and confession among the Lutheran 
Churches of the world ; 
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(c) To promote fellowship and cooperation in study among Luthe- 
rans ; 


(d) To foster Lutheran participation in ecumenical movements ; 


(e) To develop a united Lutheran approach to responsibilities in 
missions and education ; and 


(f) To support Lutheran groups in need of spiritual or material aid. 


3. The Lutheran World Federation may take action on behalf of member 
churches in such matters as one or more of them may commit to it. 


IV. Membership 


All Lutheran Churches previously affiliated with the Lutheran World 
Convention, which through their representatives participate in the adop- 
tion of this Constitution, shall continue to be members of The Lutheran 
World Federation. Other Lutheran Churches which declare their accept- 
ance of this Constitution shall be eligible to membership in The Lutheran 
World Federation. Their acceptance into membership shall be decided 
by The Lutheran World Federation in assembly, or in the interim, if no 
fundamental objection is raised, by the Executive Committee. 


V. Organization 


The Lutheran World Federation shall exercise its functions through 
the following : 1) The Assembly ; 2) The Executive Committee ; 3) Natio- 
nal Committees; 4) Special Commissions. In all the functions of the 
Federation, both clerical and lay persons shall be eligible to participate. 


VI. The Assembly 


1. An Assembly of the Federation’shall be held every five years at the call 
of the President. The time and place and program of each Assembly 
shall be determined by the Executive Committee. Special Meetings 
of the Assembly may be called by the Executive Committee. 


2. The Assembly shall consist of chosen representatives of the member 
churches of the Federation. The number of the representatives shall 
be determined by the Executive Committee. 

The allocation of the representatives in the Assembly shall be made to 
the member churches by the Executive Committee with the advice of 
the National Committees, and due regard shall be given to such factors 
as numerical size of churches, geographical distribution by continents 
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and countries, adequate representation of the younger churches and 
the minority churches, and the right of each completely independent 
member church to have at least one representative in the Assembly. 
Suggestions for readjustments in the allocation of representatives in 
the Assembly may be made to the Executive Committee by member 
churches or groups of member churches, national or regional, and 
these readjustments shall become effective if approved by the Executive 
Committee and by the member churches concerned. 


The representatives in the Assembly shall be chosen by the member 
churches themselves. 


Whenever Lutheran congregations in union church bodies combine to 
ask for representation in the Assembly, the Executive Committee may 
invite them to send representatives to the Assembly in a consultative 
capacity. Lutheran associations and organizations designated by the 
Executive Committee may be invited to send representatives to the 
Assembly in a consultative capacity in such numbers as the Executive 
Committee may determine. 


. The Assembly shall be the principal authority in the Federation, It 


shall elect the President of the Federation and the other members of 
the Executive Committee, shall receive reports from National Com- 
mittees, shall appoint Special Commissions, and shall determine the 
fundamental lines of the Federation’s Work. 


VII. Officers 
The President of the Federation shall be chosen by ballot of the Assem- 


bly and a majority of the votes cast shall be necessary for an election. He 
shall assume office immediately after the close of the Assembly which has 
elected him and before the organization of the new Executive Committee. 
He shall be the chief official representative of the Federation. He shall 
hold office until the close of the following Assembly, and he shall be ineli- 
gible to succeed himself. Other officers of the Federation shall be chosen 
by the Executive Committee.

VIII. Executive Committee 


Each Assembly shall elect nineteen persons who with the President 
shall constitute the Executive Committee of the Federation. At least 
four members of the Executive Committee shall be lay persons. Mem- 
bership in the Executive Committee shall be allocated with due regard 
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to such factors as numerical size of churches, geographical distribution 
by continents and countries, and adequate representation of the youn- 
ger churches and the minority churches. In the choice of members 
from the younger churches and the minority churches, an effort shall be 
made to effect changes at each Assembly in order to make possible a 
rotation among all of them. 


The Executive Committee shall meet at least once annually. It shall 
choose from its own membership three Vice-Presidents and a Treasurer 
as officers of the Federation. The duties of these officers shall be those 
usually assigned to those offices. 


The Executive Committee shall conduct the business of The Lutheran 
World Federation in the interim between Assemblies, shall supervise 
the appointment of National Committees and receive annual reports 
from them, shall elect an Executive Secretary and assign him his duties, 
shall make a full annual report (including complete financial statements) 
to all member churches, shall appoint all committees and Special Com- 
missions not otherwise provided for, and shall represent the Federation 
in all external relations. 


. Vacancies in the Executive Committee ad interim shall be filled by that 


Committee. 


The expenses of a member of the Executive Committee in attending 
meetings of that Committee shall be borne by the Church to which 
the member belongs or arranged by the National Committee in which 
his Church is represented. 


IX. Executive Secretary 


Immediately following the close of each Assembly the Executive Com- 


mittee shall elect an Executive Secretary who shall devote his full time to 
this office and who shall serve until the close of the next Assembly. The 
Executive Secretary shall be responsible to the Executive Committee for 
his work, It shall be his duty to carry out the decisions of the Assembly 
and of the Executive Committee under the general supervision of the 
President. He shall report through the Executive Committee to the Assem- 
bly of the Federation. 


X. National Committees 


The member churches in each country shall select a group of persons 


who, together with the member or members of the Executive Committee in 
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that country, shall constitute a National Committee for The Lutheran 
World Federation. Each National Committee shall be asked to present to 
the Executive Committee an annual statement concerning the interests of 
The Lutheran World Federation in its country. 


XI. Special Commissions 


Special Commissions shall be established under the authority of the 
Federation and shall be appointed either by the Assembly or by the Execu- 
tive Committee. It shall be the purpose of these Commissions to discharge 
designated functions of the Federation. They shall report annually to the 
Executive Committee, which shall exercise general supervision over them. 


XII. Finance 


The Executive Committee shall prepare annually a detailed budget for 
the Federation, designate the allocation of funds to particular needs, and 
assign to each National Committee its responsibility for specific portions 
of the budget. The Treasurer shall be authorized to establish depositories 
in various countries. 


XIII. Amendments 


Amendments to this Constitution may be made by a two-thirds vote of 
those present at any regularly called Assembly, provided notice of intention 
to amend shall have been given the preceding day. Amendments so made 
shall become effective one year after their adoption by the Assembly unless 
objection has been filed with the Executive Committee by churches embrac- 
ing in aggregate one-third of the constituency of the Federation.

PREFACE 


The Lutheran World Federation is an association of 61 member 
churches. It was created by an assembly of representatives of Lutheran 
churches in Lund, Sweden, in 1947 to replace what had existed since 
1923 in the form of the Lutheran World Convention. The urgent 
need of relief, reconstruction, and refugee service after both world 
wars was one of the factors that led to this free association of churches. 
The need for theological study and discussion of the faith of the churches 
was also a dominant factor in the formation of this confessional world 
movement. 


The Lutheran church is found in most European countries. Through 
migration and missions it has been established in North and South 
America, Asia, Africa, and Australia. With different languages, 
traditions, customs, the churches associated in The Lutheran World 
Federation are united in adhering to the Old and New Testaments, 
to the Augsburg Confession and to the Small Catechism of Luther. 


The pattern of work and service which emerged in the years since 
our Lund Assembly is one of theological study, service to the churches, 
coordination of mission work, and interpretation and information on 
the life of the churches.

ORGANIZATION OF THE LWF 


The highest authority of The Lutheran World Federation is the Plenary 
Assembly which is composed of delegates from the 61 member churches 
around the world. Since the Assembly meets only once in five years, 
the Federation’s work is directed in the interim by the President, and 
the Executive Committee. The latter appoints the Executive Secretary, 
who directs LWF headquarters with the Business Office, News Bureau, 
and the Editorial Office of the Lutheran World/Lutherische Rund- 
schau. The Executive Secretary coordinates the activities and gives 
supervision to the three Departments, i.e. the Departments of Theology, 
World Mission and World Service. The Departments have special 
Commissions which act as advisory or directing committees. It is 
these Departments, too, that have work on all the continents, concen- 
trated, in some cases in particular areas as described in this booklet. 
Other Commissions, that do not correspond to LWF Departments, are 
primarily study groups. Finally the special Latin America Committee 
is pledged to the support of the Lutheran churches’ work in one 
particular area of the world. 
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I. THE LWF CONSTITUTION 


The Constitution of the LWF is that adopted by the Plenary Assembly 
at Lund on July 4, 1947, by which the Lutheran World Convention 
was transformed into a Federation. Amendments which took effect 
on July 4, 1948, were made by the Lund Assembly itself. They 
resulted in the formulation of the Federation’s purposes as they stand 
at present and in a more elastic system of distributing seats in the 
Assembly and Executive Committee which allows change and adaptation 
in the future. 


The Assembly at Hannover in 1952 voted an amendment increasing 
the membership of the Executive Committee from 15 to 19 with four 
lay people to be included. 


The Assembly at Minneapolis in 1957 voted to amend the Membership 
Clause (Article IV of the Constitution) as follows (the amendment is 
printed in italics): ‘‘Their (the Lutheran churches) acceptance into 
membership shall be decided by the Lutheran World Federation in 
assembly, or in the interim, if not more than one-third of the member 
Churches raises objection within one year, by the Executive Committee. ”’ 
This amendment becomes effective one year after August 22, 1957 
unless one-third of the membership of the Federation has objected. 


The incorporation of the LWF as a legal entity according to articles 60 
and following of the Swiss Civil Code enables it to own or take over 
as trustee such property as member churches or their agencies (e.g. 
missionary societies) may want to entrust to it. In case of an inter- 
national conflict such property would be placed under the protection 
of the neutral Swiss consular authorities. 


THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE LUTHERAN WORLD FEDERATION 


I. Name 


The name and title of the body organized under this Constitution shall 
be The Lutheran World Federation. 
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II. Doctrinal Basis 


The Lutheran World Federation acknowledges the Holy Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments as the only source and the infallible 
norm of all church doctrine and practice, and sees in the Confessions 
of the Lutheran Church, especially in the Unaltered Augsburg Con- 
fession and Luther’s Catechism, a pure exposition of the Word of God. 


III. Nature and Purposes 


1. The Lutheran World Federation shall be a free association of 
Lutheran Churches. It shall have no power to legislate for the 
Churches belonging to it or to interfere with their complete auton- 
omy, but shall act as their agent in such matters as they assign to 
10s 


2. The purposes of The Lutheran World Federation are : 


(a) To bear united witness before the world to the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ as the power of God for salvation ; 

(6) To cultivate unity of faith and confession among the Lutheran 
Churches of the world ; 


(c) To promote fellowship and cooperation in study among 
Lutherans ; 

(d) To foster Lutheran participation in ecumenical movements ; 

(e) To develop a united Lutheran approach to responsibilities in 
missions and education ; and 

(f) To support Lutheran groups in need of spiritual or material 
aid. 

3. The Lutheran World Federation may take action on behalf of 
member churches in such matters as one or more of them may 
commit to it. 


IV. Membership 


All Lutheran Churches previously affiliated with the Lutheran World 
Convention, which through their representatives participate in the 
adoption of this Constitution, shall continue to be members of The 
Lutheran World Federation. Other Lutheran Churches which declare 
their acceptance of this Constitution shall be eligible to membership 
in The Lutheran World Federation. Their acceptance into membership 
shall be decided by The Lutheran World Federation in assembly, 
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or in the interim, if not more than one-third of the member churches 
raises objection within one year, by the Executive Committee. 


V. Organization 


The Lutheran World Federation shall exercise its functions through 
the following: 1) The Assembly; 2) The Executive Committee ; 
3) National Committees ; 4) Special Commissions. In all the functions 
of the Federation, both clerical and lay persons shall be eligible to 
participate.

VI. The Assembly 


An Assembly of the Federation shall be held every five years at the 
call of the President. The time and place and program of each 
Assembly shall be determined by the Executive Committee. Special 
Meetings of the Assembly may be called by the Executive Committee. 


The Assembly shall consist of chosen representatives of the member 
churches of the Federation. The number of the representatives 
shall be determined by the Executive Committee. 


The allocation of the representatives in the Assembly shall be made 
to the member churches by the Executive Committee with the 
advice of the National Committees, and due regard shall be given 
to such factors as numerical size of churches, geographical distri- 
bution by continents and countries, adequate representation of the 
younger churches and the minority churches, and the right of 
each completely independent member church to have at least one 
representative in the Assembly. Suggestions for readjustments in 
the allocation of representatives in the Assembly may be made 
to the Executive Committee by member churches or groups of 
member churches, national or regional, and these readjustments 
shall become effective if approved by the Executive Committee 
and by the member churches concerned. 

The representatives in the Assembly shall be chosen by the member 
churches themselves. 

Whenever Lutheran congregations in union church bodies combine 
to ask for representation in the Assembly, the Executive Committee 
may invite them to send representatives to the Assembly in a 
consultative capacity. Lutheran associations and organizations 
designated by the Executive Committee may be invited to send

representatives to the Assembly in a consultative capacity in such 
numbers as the Executive Committee may determine. 


The Assembly shall be the principal authority in the Federation. 
It shall elect the President of the Federation and the other members 
of the Executive Committee, shall receive reports from National 
Committees, shall appoint Special Commissions, and shall determine 
the fundamental lines of the Federation’s work. 


VII. Officers 


The President of the Federation shall be chosen by ballot of the Assem- 
bly and a majority of the votes cast shall be necessary for an election. 
He shall assume office immediately after the close of the Assembly 
which has elected him and before the organization of the new Executive 
Committee. He shall be the chief official representative of the Feder- 
ation. He shall hold office until the close of the following Assembly, 
and he shall be ineligible to succeed himself. Other officers of the 
Federation shall be chosen by the Executive Committee.

VIII. Executive Committee 


Each Assembly shall elect nineteen persons who with the President 
shall constitute the Executive Committee of the Federation. At 
least four members of the Executive Committee shall be lay persons. 
Membership in the Executive Committee shall be allocated with 
due regard to such factors as numerical size of churches, geographical 
distribution by continents and countries, and adequate representation 
of the younger churches and the minority churches, In the choice 
of members from the younger churches and the minority churches, 
an effort shall be made to effect changes at each Assembly in order 
to make possible a rotation among all of them. 


. The Executive Committee shall meet at least once annually. It 


shall choose from its own membership three Vice-Presidents as 
officers of the Federation. It shall also elect a Treasurer of the 
Federation. The duties of these officers shall be those usually 
assigned to those offices. 


The Executive Committee shall conduct the business of The 
Lutheran World Federation in the interim between Assemblies, 
shall supervise the appointment of National Committees and receive 
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annual reports from them, shall elect an Executive Secretary and 
assign him his duties, shall make a full annual report (including 
complete financial statements) to all member churches, shall appoint 
all committees and Special Commissions not otherwise provided 
for, and shall represent the Federation in all external relations. 


4. Vacancies in the Executive Committee ad interim shall be filled 
by that Committee. 


5. The expenses of a member of the Executive Committee in attending 
meetings of that Committee shall be borne by the Church to which 
the member belongs or arranged by the National Committee in 
which his Church is represented. 


IX. Executive Secretary 


Immediately following the close of each Assembly the Executive 
Committee shall elect an Executive Secretary who shall devote his 
full time to this office and who shall serve until the close of the next 
Assembly. The Executive Secretary shall be responsible to the Exec- 
utive Committee for his work. It shall be his duty to carry out the 
decisions of the Assembly and of the Executive Committee under the 
general supervision of the President. He shall report through the 
Executive Committee to the Assembly of the Federation. 


X. National Committees 


The member churches in each country shall select a group of persons 
who, together with the member or members of the Executive Committee 
in that country, shall constitute a National Committee for The Lutheran 
World Federation. Each National Committee shall be asked to present 
to the Executive Committee an annual statement concerning the 
interests of The Lutheran World Federation in its country. 


XI. Special Commissions 


Special Commissions shall be established under the authority of the 
Federation and shall be appointed either by the Assembly or by the 
Executive Committee. It shall be the purpose of these Commissions 
to discharge designated functions of the Federation. They shall report 
annually to the Executive Committee, which shall exercise general 
supervision over them. 
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XII. Finance 


The Executive Committee shall prepare annually a detailed budget 
for the Federation, designate the allocation of funds to particular 
needs, and assign to each National Committee its responsibility for 
specific portions of the budget. The Treasurer shall be authorized 
to establish depositories in various countries. 


XIII. Amendments 


Amendments to this Constitution may be made by a two-thirds vote 
of those present at any regularly called Assembly, provided notice of 
intention to amend shall have been given the preceding day, Amend- 
ments so made shall become effective one year after their adoption 
by the Assembly unless objection has been filed with the Executive 
Committee by churches embracing in aggregate one-third of the 
constituency of the Federation.

The four lay members are again drawn 
from the four major “‘regions’’, The system of rotation provided by 
the Constitution for the smaller churches is illustrated by the fact

In between sessions of the 
Executive Committee he is responsible for putting into practice the 
policies and actions decided by the latter and for assuring the necessary 
liaison between the LWF Member Churches and National Committees, 
the Commissions and Departments.

The Aims of the Department are: 
1. To promote fellowship and cooperation in study among Lutherans. 


2. To engage in such theological studies as are assigned to the Depart- 
ment by the Executive Committee. 
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3. To seek ways of using the results of theological research to strengthen 
the life and work of the churches. 


The functions of the Department are: 


1. To coordinate the exchange of personnel — professors, graduate 
students, and pastors. 


2. To make available preparatory studies on the theme for the coming 
Assembly ; to carry on a study program based on the main results 
of previous assemblies. 


3. To facilitate the translation and publication of important theological 
and church literature. 


4. To encourage the member churches to hold conferences for pastors, 
theologians, and laymen, and assist them in making plans for special 
courses. 


5. To list the special needs in the fields of work described above, 
inform the National Committees of such needs, and request their 
support. 


6. To cooperate with all the other programs of the Lutheran World 
Federation. 


The Department of Theology established in 1952 has been requested 
to perform varied tasks both in administration and theological 
studies. To the former belong the organization of annual international 
theological conferences held in Germany, U.S.A. and other countries. 
In addition, there is the administration of funds for scholarships 
provided by various National Committees enabling the Department 
to maintain a program of exchange of professors, graduate students, 
and pastors. In order to be equipped for these and other duties the 
Department has undertaken to build up a modest theological library 
at LWF headquarters and to conduct a world-wide survey of Lutheran 
theological literature and unpublished theological manuscripts, and 
seeks to establish contact with theological faculties, seminaries, libraries, 
study and research centers, and theological study groups. 

On behalf of the Commission on Theology, the Department organized 
the first international Congress on Luther Research at Aarhus, Denmark, 
in August 1956. Similar scientific congresses are planned for the 
future. 

The Theological Professors’ Conference in St. Paul, planned by the 
Department of Theology, has been another type of scientific congress. 
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The purpose of these conferences is to initiate discussions among 
churches in the hope that these churches will continue such contacts 
and exchanges of ideas. 


The Department’s study program, which is carried on with the help 
of the Commission on Theology, is at present concentrated on the 
evaluation of the theme of the Assembly of the LWF at Minneapolis 
in 1957 (theme: “Christ Frees and Unites’). The Department, in 
close cooperation with the Commission on Theology, is conducting 
a series of study programs entrusted to it by the Minneapolis Assembly. 
The theme of the main study program for the next five years will be, 
“The Lutheran Confessions in their significance for the Life of the 
Church Today.” This study will especially include consideration and 
investigation of topics such as Justification by Faith, the Sacraments 
and the Ministry. A special study on the nature of the Lutheran 
World Federation, including all ecclesiological and constitutional 
implications has been assigned to the Department by the Assembly. 
Funds for research-fellow grants are available for special projects 
within this study program. These grants are to enable younger scholars 
to do research work within a certain time period and on specified 
subjects assigned to them. Besides the regular theological scholarships, 
guest professorships, and support of special projects, this new type 
of research-fellow grant has been included in the “Scholarship and 
Research Program”’ of the Department. The Commission on Theology 
will make these assignments to research-fellows. 


The Department is also working in close cooperation with the LWF 
Executive Committee and an Advisory Committee on the investigation 
of the feasibility and possibility of founding an institute for confessional 
research, 


The study program is carried on at the meetings of the Commission 
on Theology as well as at theological conferences sponsored by the 
Department in the different member churches. It is further developed 
by articles published in the theological journals of the member churches 
and in the LWF’s own publication. The Department publishes 
regularly an information bulletin (Literature Survey) containing 
announcements of theological literature. The Department, in the 
capacity of a theological advisor, cooperates in the work of all other 
branches and Departments of the Lutheran World Federation.

General Objectives

To provide the member churches with a common international 
Lutheran agency available to them as they seek to meet in Christian 
love and compassion human need as it may develop in the world. 


To conduct surveys and studies in order to determine the nature 
and extent of human needs throughout the world and disseminate 
this information among member churches. 


To approach member churches and National Committees, seeking 
to secure their support of specific activities and projects of World 
Service especially through financial grants, material goods and/or 
personnel. 


To organize and administer or coordinate services on the basis of 
resources received for that purpose from member churches or from 
other sources along the lines described in the following section 
entitled Program. 


To submit regular reports of all activities to the Executive Com- 
mittee of The Lutheran World Federation with copies to the 
National Committees. 


To provide an international Lutheran agency which can be recog- 
nized by governmental and voluntary agencies in its field and 
which can represent The Lutheran World Federation, Department 
of World Service, before these agencies. 


To offer National Committees, member churches and their agencies 
a consultative service as they seek to carry forward their Christian 
ministry of mercy and to provide a program of exchange of personnel 
and materials in the field of stewardship and congregational life. 
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Program 


For the present, the following areas of service shall be included in the 
program of World Service : 


Service to refugees ; 

Inter-church aid including aid to assigned minority and diaspora 
groups ; 

Material relief, such as food, clothing, medicines, etc. ; 

Cooperation with the work of ecumenical organizations in its field. 


Such services and activities may be of the following types: 


(a) Joint services in behalf of some or all of the member churches 
which contribute towards a common budget. 


(6) Coordination of the work of individual member churches through 
the gathering of information and the assignment of fields. 


(c) Acting as a channel for funds or supplies received from member 
churches or non-member groups or agencies. 


The Commission and staff shall continually evaluate the program in 
order to be alert to necessary adaptations resultant from emerging 
new or changing needs. Moreover, the Department of World Service 
shall continue to evaluate its program so that responsibility for certain 
direct services to people may be eventually released to member churches 
and their agencies. The Department shall offer direct services to 
people in cases of emergency or where the nature of the need makes 
requisite an international agency such as the LWF-World Service. 


Principles of Program Operation 


1. The program of LWF-World Service shall be global in its perspec- 
tive, developing those services and functions which are inter- 
national in character and scope while encouraging National Com- 
mittees, member churches and their agencies to assume responsibility 
for national and local services. 


2. The program shall be kept flexible and dynamic in order to meet 
with speed and efficiency emerging and changing conditions. 


3. It shall be the goal of LWF-World Service in serving individuals 
or groups or churches to serve in such a way that they may be 
helped to become self-maintaining and self-directing. LWF-World 
Service shall not allocate funds or grant support for needs in 
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situations which seem to imply continuing subsidy unless after 
careful review by the Commission such assistance is requisite in 
order to carry forward the purposes and attain the goals of the 
Lutheran World Federation. 


4. All programs of LWF-World Service in countries where member 
churches of the LWF exist shall be planned in close cooperation 
with the proper National Committees and shall take into consid- 
eration the total needs of the Lutheran church within each country. 


5. All funds, material goods appropriated, or staff authorized by 
member churches and National Committees to the service program 
of LWF-World Service shall be administered by the Department 
of World Service. 


Organizational Structure and Staff 


As a Department of The Lutheran World Federation, the World 
Service shall operate under the direction and supervision of a Com- 
mission appointed by and responsible to the Executive Committee of 
The Lutheran World Federation. The Commission shall have as its 
duties the following : The development and regular review of program, 
preparation of annual budget, nomination and supervision of Depart- 
ment Director, formulation of broad policies within the framework 
of which the Department shall operate. 


The Director of the Department of World Service shall serve as the 
administrator of the Department and is responsible to the Executive 
Secretary of The Lutheran World Federation. He shall report regularly 
to the Commission on all matters pertaining to the Department’s 
service program, arrange for meetings of the Commission, and in 
cooperation with the chairman prepare agendas for these meetings. 
He shall be administratively responsible for all departmental staff. 


Under the Director normally there shall be a Senior Representative 
and such other staff as may be indicated, assigned to a country or 
group of countries depending upon such factors as work load, geography, 
etc. Each representative shall be responsible for supervising all the 
World Service programs in the given geographical area and to serve 
as liaison between the Department and the appropriate National 
Committee or Committees, All staff members shall be chosen insofar 
as possible from the various member churches of The Lutheran World 
Federation in order that the staff may be broadly representative of 
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the insights and traditions of the member churches throughout the 
world. 


In each case appointment shall be made in consultation with the 
National Committee of the country to which he is to be sent with the 
approval of the church of which he is a member. 


Future Trends 


In the course of the forthcoming five years, careful study should be 
made of the charter, looking toward desirable revisions. The present 
charter provisions seem adequate for the interim. 


In the years immediately ahead, LWF-World Service will carry the 
following responsibilities which will continue to require the major 
part of its staff, time and resources : 


(a) Resettlement or integration of remaining refugees. . 


(b) Material relief to stranded refugees or to victims of physical 
disaster. 


(c) Inter-church aid, including assistance to minority churches and 
diaspora groups, and the church workers exchange program. 


However, it would seem desirable to study and analyze these ongoing 
tasks, to ascertain the wisdom of new developments or emphases. 
Among such developments or emphases would be the following : 


(a) The inauguration of a joint service to Lutherans migrating to 
other countries, by which immigrants would be assisted and 
guided into spiritual contacts in the new homelands. 


(b) The coordination of a global mission to Lutheran seamen. The 
Executive Secretary of the LWF has undertaken a preliminary 
study of this subject. 


(c) The further enlargement of the church workers exchange program, 
so that personal contacts between churches may be increased, 
and the interchange of valuable insights and techniques intensified. 


(d) The addition of field staff for specialized services, so that a 
larger portion of inter-church aid will be in the form of personal 
witness. 
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(e) A study of patterns designed more effectively to stimulate 
self-help among minority church and diaspora groups, adapted 
to contemporary rather than post-war situations. 


It is clear that the Department must remain geared to the capability 
of quick, effective action in emergencies, such as those caused by the 
Hungarian revolt and the Suez crisis. 


To this outline of present and future tasks should be added the work 
in stewardship and evangelism which the Department is seeking to 
promote by the inclusion in the staff of a secretary for stewardship 
and evangelism. This work of consultation, like exchange, has grown 
naturally out of constant inter-church aid contacts. The Commission 
on Stewardship and Congregational life, one of LWF’s study com- 
missions, and the Department of World Service are working in close 
cooperation on matters pertaining to guidance in and promotion of 
new stewardship and evangelism tasks. 


Finances 


The program of LWF-WS is supported by an annual budget approved 
and authorized by the Commission on World Service. In the early 
spring of each year, National Committees and member churches are 
invited to submit projects for which they request assistance in the 
following fiscal year from other member churches and National Com- 
mittees. Those projects are then submitted by the Departmental 
Director to the Commission on World Service at its annual meeting 
(normally in August) for its study and decision. 


The Commission receives information on the needs of the churches 
and on available resources through the written requests submitted to 
LWF-WS staff. On the basis of this material, requests for aid are 
sifted and set up in a twofold program. One part contains those 
projects that can best be supported from a common central fund, 
administered directly by the Department, the other lists projects that 
National Committees are invited to underwrite either singly or together 
with others. The whole is then described in a Statement of Needs, 
which is circulated for action among the member churches of the 
Federation. The Statement is distributed by the Department in the 
fall, so that assurances of support may be in the hands of the Department 
by the beginning of the next fiscal year, when the program is put into 
effect.

The Lutheran Church of Austria receives aid through LWF-WS 
towards various phases of its work, especially the reconstruction of 
church buildings, the creation of new congregations made necessary 
by the influx of Lutheran refugees and the care of the refugees them- 
selves who make up nearly 40 % of the church’s membership. LWF- 
WS also assists in the emigration and resettlement of refugees and 
supervises the distribution of material relief. In the field of pastoral 
care, material relief, and immigration, the staff was temporarily 
expanded in connection with the influx of Hungarian refugees. 


Berlin

The offices maintained in West Germany are working solely in the 
areas of resettlement service and care of D.Ps. No financial support 
goes to the West German churches. The emigration service is carried 
out through the German Church from which the LWF office receives 
the cases in need of support. The basic responsibilities of the German 
Church through the Hilfswerk have to be supplemented by our inter- 
national office. A small staff of German nationals works in Bremen- 
Lesum and Hamburg, assisting departing emigrants and handling 
matters pertaining to the Canadian resettlement program. This service 
is partly shared with the WCC. The chief resettlement officer is, 
together with the representative in Berlin, responsible for the super- 
vision of LWR food distribution among refugees. The assistance to 
D.P. hard-core people in the field of integration projects and pastoral 
care is also rendered in very close cooperation with the German churches. 
The main part of the pastoral program is carried financially by the 
German churches. The program is carried out in constant cooperation 
with the German National Committee and its Committee on Lutheran 
World Service. The LWF-WS resettlement office in Stuttgart also 
assumes responsibility for emigration assistance from other West 
European countries as the need arises. Most of these services have 
been for Hungarian refugees.

The program of the Lutheran World Service in Great Britain is 
concerned primarily with aiding the exile churches in Great Britain 
through the Lutheran Council. Lutherans represented in the council 
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number about 30,000, most of them immigrants from continental 
European countries. In 1956 pastoral work for Hungarian refugees was 
added to the program. The joint Lutheran youth work is proving 
increasingly successful and an English-speaking congregation has been 
started in London. A revolving fund for the acquisition of congrega- 
tional centers has been voted by the LWF-WS Commission. Repayment 
of travel loans to emigrants within the sterling area takes place through 
the LWF-WS London office. A teacher for Lutheran theological 
students is working in Oxford, appointed for two years. 


Baltic Areas, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, Roumania 
and Yugoslavia 


The LWF program includes spiritual and material support for the 
Lutheran churches in these areas. The possibilities for fulfilling this 
aim increased during 1956 and 1957. An inter-church aid program 
developed in Hungary and Poland. As far as Hungary is concerned 
the possibilities of such inter-church aid temporarily ceased in the end 
of 1957. In Poland there was in 1957 a definite opening for inter- 
church aid. 


France, Italy, the Netherlands, and Switzerland 


The LWF-WS continues its inter-church aid program for the Lutheran 
churches in these countries. In some of them revolving loan funds 
for building purposes, administered by the churches themselves, 
represent a new feature in the inter-Church aid development.

EXCHANGE OF CHURCH WORKERS 


The aim of this program is to provide opportunities for church workers 
(clergy and laity) to receive practical training in churches of other 
countries in order that they get to know and understand each other 
and each other’s church life better and may thus be more effective 
in their own home churches after their return from a period of study 
abroad, 


The decision to create this program was made at the LWS Commission 
meeting in New York in 1954. Rules and regulations for its imple- 
mentation were adopted by the Commission at the meeting in Ljubljana 
in August 1955 so that the program could be launched in January 1956, 
when the Department of World Service received the first few applications 
and invitations from Member Churches, 


“Exchange of Church Workers’’ is the name given to the program 
in order to set it apart from the scholarship programs of the Departments 
of Theology and of World Mission. Candidates may apply to their 
National Committee or Member Church for participation in this 
program. The final selection of participants is made by a sub-committee 
of the Commission on World Service. 


Mrs. GERTRAUT Hossy serves as assistant for the practical administration 
of this program at the Geneva headquarters. 


SERVICE IN THE FIELD OF STEWARDSHIP AND EVANGELISM 


As of January 1958 the LWF has established at its Geneva headquarters 
a secretariat for stewardship and evangelism. The secretary is working 
within the administrative frame of the World Service Department. 
This is a new venture as far as an international church body is concerned. 
The secretariat for stewardship and evangelism is one of the results of 
the relations established between the churches in the inter-church aid 
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field after the second world war. It is also a result of the work and 
recommendations of the LWF study Commission on Stewardship 
and Congregational Life. 


The new stewardship secretary — who will also be responsible for 
the inter-church aid program in France, Holland, Switzerland and 
Italy and for the promotion of the church workers’ exchange program — 
is at the disposal of the member churches of the Federation for advice 
and guidance in the stewardship and evangelism field. 


The Commission on World Service and the World Service staff at 
Geneva rejoice in these new possibilities of inter-church service. They 
will be glad to discuss with national committees and church leaders 
local and national plans for activating congregational life. They hope 
that through the stewardship and evangelism secretariat useful practical 
assistance toward the implementation of such plans may be given. 


SERVICE TO MIGRANTS AND REFUGEES 


The LWF-WS service to refugees embraces the resettlement work for 
migrating refugees which was transferred to the Department from 
the LWF-Service to Refugees after the Hannover Assembly in 1952 ; 
the work for local settlement of refugees who are not able to emigrate 
from the country of first asylum; care and maintenance (including 
medical assistance and clothing and food distribution) and vocational 
training in Europe, the Near East, and Hong Kong. In India the 
LWF-WS work is confined to food distribution in cooperation with 
the Committee on Relief and Gift Supplies of the National Christian 
Council of India. 


The migration services include selection of eligible persons, in the 
main based on preparatory work and subsequent proposals by the 
church in the sending country, furthering the provision of assurances 
and guarantees by Lutheran church members in the receiving country, 
the granting of travel loans, and pastoral and material care for the 
settlers in their country of adoption. Chaplaincy service on board 
emigrant ships is also provided. The migration services have so far 
been largely concerned with resettlement from Europe to North and 
South America and Australia. The RRA program for the U.S.A. was 
brought to an end by the close of 1957. Some of the applicants who 
did not get to the U.S.A. before the deadline are now being submitted 
under other schemes. One of these schemes is the new so-called 
“Kennedy Bill’’ for the U.S.A. under which the LWF-WS hopes to 
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assist, for instance ‘“‘hardship’’ and “‘family reunion” cases, including 
a number of “hard core’ cases. The LWF-WS further assists persons 
emigrating to Canada and Australia. The case-load for South America 
is now very small, 


All resettlement programs are carried out in close cooperation with 
national church agencies : the Lutheran Refugee Service in the U.S.A., 
the Canadian Lutheran World Relief, the Immigration Board of the 
Lutheran Church in Australia, the Evangelisches Hilfswerk in Germany. 
The travel loan fund of the LWF-WS was originally established with 
funds from the U.S. member churches, and contributions from the 
Intergovernmental Committee for European Migration (ICEM), and 
enables refugees to resettle in countries throughout the world, Close 
cooperation is also maintained with other agencies working for the 
welfare of Refugees, notably the office of the United Nations, High 
Commissioner for Refugees. 


At the Minneapolis Assembly of the LWF an outline of future World 
Service tasks was adopted. One of the points in this outline concerns 
the churches’ pastoral responsibility for the ‘‘normal migrants’, the 
persons who leave their home-country to resettle in one of the immi- 
gration countries and do so not under any extra resettlement schemes 
for refugees but under the normal annual quotas. For such migrants 
there is as yet no concerted inter-church plan for pastoral care. 
Invitations by the church and a welcome extended by congregations 
and individual Christians to the thousands of ‘‘quota immigrants” 
should, in the opinion of the LWF, be an integral part of our over-all 
thinking and planning, not only a matter for isolated initiative. The 
establishment of a “pastoral referral service” for migrants will require 
a good deal of consultation between ‘‘sending” and ‘‘receiving”’ 
countries and churches. It must be preceded by quite a number of 
detailed agreements based on different national situations. It also 
involves budgetary demands which cannot be determined at this stage. 
But as the LWF-WS is planning for the years ahead such a pastoral 
referral service clearly stands out as a very essential task to be accom- 
plished.

The background of the Department of World Mission is summarized 
in the ‘Statement on Policy and Function of the Commission and 
Department of World Mission’ adopted by the LWF Executive 
Committee at Northfield, Minnesota, U.S.A., August 1957. (Cf. this 
Directory, the Chapter on the Commission on World Mission, page 64). 
In past years the Department has administered a program of financial 
aid to churches and missions still suffering from the effects of the 
war emergency. It has become increasingly clear that this program 
should not be limited to the meeting of emergency requirements, but 
must also be extended to the positive task of assisting in the development 
of growing church programs in areas of special opportunity and need. 
In 1957 aid in varying amounts was given to churches and missions 
in Japan, Hongkong, British North Borneo, Indonesia, New Guinea, 
India, Jordan, Ethiopia, Tanganyika and South Africa, The total sum 
thus dispersed was in excess of $500,000. Administration and financing 
of the ex-German work in Tanganyika remains in the main the 
responsibility of the National Lutheran Council (U.S.A.), the Church 
of Sweden Mission and the Swedish Evangelical Missionary Society. 


The major work of the Department lies in the field of missionary 
cooperation. Partly as a result of circumstances, but also because of 
a common and growing recognition of the unity within the whole 
Lutheran world, churches and missions of diverse origins have formed 
councils or federations or actually fused in organic unity. Such unity 
is demonstrated in varying patterns in New Guinea, Hongkong, 
Tanganyika and Madagascar, and movements toward unity, closer 
cooperation and coordination are taking place in almost every land 
where two or more Lutheran groups are working. In this development 
a part has been played by the Commission and Department of World 
Mission, whether it be as liaison, consultant or initiating agent. The 
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Department has aided in the elaboration of the statutes of such unions, 
In addition, the churches themselves are aided by studies being put 
at their disposal on various matters and by consultative services. 


The Department seeks to stimulate higher theological education in the 
churches of Africa and Asia and offers a number of scholarships to this 
end. It serves as a clearing house for informing churches and missions 
of needs and opportunities for work and provides a liaison between 
the churches in Africa and Asia and those of Europe and America. 


The annual meeting of the Commission (attended in 1957 by 116) 
gives regular opportunity for consultation among mission and African 
and Asian church leaders. Consultations have been sponsored among 
the African and Asian churches as well. Notable were the Marangu 
Conference in 1955 and the Madras Conference in 1956. 


A number of research and study projects are under way. Statistical 
information is assembled. Information is given and program and 
policies are discussed through articles published, particularly in the 
Lutheran World. An occasional News Letter is distributed without 
charge to several hundred mission and younger church leaders. 


The Department has field staff in Hongkong and Indonesia, It offers 
to mission societies a trusteeship service for the holding of real property. 
Funds for the Department’s staff operations are included in the LWF 
core budget. Funds for its program of grants-in-aid, scholarships and 
certain other projects are received from the U.S.A. National Committee, 
the National Committees of Canada, Holland, France and Australia 
and European mission societies. 


At its 1957 meeting the Commission on World Mission, for which the 
Department serves as administering agent, adopted the following 
objectives for its work during the quinquenium 1957-1962 : 


To encourage greater unity among the churches. 


H 
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To aid in the establishment of indigenous churches. 
To continue to support churches in need. 
To sponsor and prepare conferences. 
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To continue to assist in the education of workers for the churches 
of Africa and Asia. 


6. To stimulate and assist our churches to use the new evangelistic 
possibilities provided by our technological age. 


7. To foster studies of the mission of the church.

The purposes of the journal are: 1) to serve the Lutheran World 
Federation as an organ of its ecclesiastical and theological relationships 
with the world and the rest of Christianity ; 2) to report on the work of 
the Federation ; 3) to pursue the relationship of the Federation to the 
Ecumenical Movement ; 4) to serve as a medium for the exchange of 
information between member churches of the Federation. 


The editing of the journal is under the surveillance of an editorial 
committee consisting of the President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer and 
Executive Secretary of the Lutheran World Federation. An Advisory 
Committee to which leading theologians and churchmen from the 
member churches are to belong is in process of formation. 

The ‘“‘Lutherische Rundschau’’ was established in 1951 after its two 
predecessors, the ‘‘Lutherische Weltrundschau’”’ (established in 1948) 
and “The Lutheran World Review’’, had ceased publication. From 
1951 to 1953 the ‘‘Lutherische Rundschau’’ appeared bimonthly in 
the German language. Since 1954 it has appeared as a quarterly of 
about 120 pages in a German and English edition. The two journals 
have a circulation of about 4,000 to 5,000 copies in 52 countries. 
Alongside of his activity as a director of the Evangelical Academy in 
Loccum, Germany, the editor is a member of the executive staff of 
the Lutheran World Federation in Geneva.

The Executive Secretary of the LWF is “‘ex officio”? member of the

The Committee’s budget is supplied by the collaborating National 
Committees. It is used primarily to assist in the firm establishment 
of Lutheran congregations among both older foreign residents and 
new immigrants in those countries where no Lutheran churches existed 
until now, e.g. Colombia, Ecuador, Venezuela, and the Central American 
republics; the strengthening of isolated congregations; and the 
expansion of the larger churches’ services, especially in the diaspora, 
and to new immigrants. The Committee is also active in bringing 
pastors from North America and Europe to serve the groups working 
under its sponsorship and in fostering joint actions for all Latin 
American churches such as the production of church literature in 
Spanish. It also sponsors periodic Latin American conferences, attended 
by representatives of the churches of Latin America, the churches 
cooperating in the Committee, and the Lutheran World Federation. 
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VI. COMMISSIONS OF THE LWF 


The members of the eight Commissions of the LWF were appointed 
after the Minneapolis Assembly. (The Committee on Student Work 
is still to be named.) The mandates of the Commissions run until 
the next Assembly in 1962. As will be seen from the aims and functions 
given below for each Commission, some of them serve as advisory 
or directing boards of the Departments of the LWF while others are 
purely study groups. The choice of Commission members and the 
programs of the Commissions reflect the present main concerns of 
world Lutheranism as well as the direction which the study and 
discussion within the LWF will take in the current quinquennial.

POLICY AND FUNCTION, 
THE COMMISSION AND DEPARTMENT OF WORLD MISSION 


Through the events of two World Wars God has compelled the Lutheran 
church to look to the needs of Lutheran people in many nations. In 
this examination of need beginning at Eisenach in 1925 a strong concern 
has been registered for the world mission of the church. At the 
founding convention in Lund, Sweden in 1947, the Lutheran World 
Federation was constituted as a federation of Lutheran churches, but 
it authorized the appointment of a Commission on World Mission 
through which both the churches and independent mission societies 
might consult concerning their common obligation and task in pro- 
claiming the Gospel to all the world. 


The Commission on World Mission was organized at Oxford, England 
in 1949 and has met in regular annual meetings in each subsequent 
year. At the Hannover Assembly in 1952 a Department of World 
Mission was authorized. This Department has functioned since that 
time as the executive arm of the Commission. 


The Commission on World Mission 


Membership. The Commission shall consist of six members, preferably 
three from the churches of Africa and Asia and three from the churches 
of America and Europe, appointed by the Executive Committee of 
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the Lutheran World Federation for a term of five years, and responsible 
to the Executive Committee. 


Officers. The chairman shall be appointed by the Executive Committee 
of the Lutheran World Federation, The vice-chairman and secretary 
shall be elected by the Commission. 


Executive Committee. The officers of the Commission and the director 
of the Department shall constitute the Commission’s executive com- 
mittee. This committee shall act on behalf of the Commission between 
regular sessions. 


Meetings. The Commission shall meet annually. The chairman shall 
have authority to convene extra-ordinary meetings. Effort shall be 
made to convene the annual meeting in Africa or Asia at least once in 
every five years. 


Purpose. The Commission shall have the following areas of concern : 


1. It shall stand ready to serve churches and such mission societies and 
boards whose constituency is wholly or largely Lutheran in carrying 
out Christ’s mandate, ‘‘... this Gospel of the Kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world for a witness unto all nations’’. 


2. It shall be responsible for the administration of such economic 
assistance as is made available for mission purposes. 


3. It shall carry out such administrative responsibilities as may be 
delegated to it by the Executive Committee of the Lutheran World 
Federation or by constituent churches and their affiliated organt- 
zations through the Lutheran World Federation Executive Com- 
mittee. 


4. It shall stand ready to administer mission projects or missions on 
a temporary and emergency basis upon request by the bodies 
concerned until normal arrangements for such administration by 
boards and/or churches and societies can be established. 


Areas of Service 


t. Consultation. Through the Commission and its staff opportunities 
will be provided for consultation in order to further cooperation 
and coordination of work among Lutheran churches, boards and 
societies. The Commission is available for consultation concerning 
the life, stewardship and growth of autonomous Lutheran churches 
in Africa and Asia, particularly in the development of their missionary 
activities.

2. Study. The Commission shall initiate and promote the study of 
Lutheran mission obligations and activities. It shall direct member 
churches to unoccupied fields and unused opportunities, encouraging 
the assumption of responsibility for such opportunities by one or 
more member churches. 


3. Finance. The Commission shall administer funds made available 
by churches and cooperating mission societies. The following 
areas of assistance and work shall have a prior claim on such gifts : 


a) Aid for churches and societies distressed by unusual national 
or international conditions. 


b) Aid for churches and societies that face opportunities of excep- 
tional urgency and of such magnitude that they are beyond 
the immediate ability of the churches and societies concerned, 


c) Scholarships for candidates from African and Asian churches, 


d) Special tasks that require the Commission’s service as agent 
for united efforts. 


The Commission may assign responsibility for the provision of 
financial aid and for the administration of specified areas of work 
to national committees, member churches and to cooperating boards 
and societies. 


Reports. The Commission shall report regularly to the Executive 
Committee of the Lutheran World Federation. For purposes of 
information reports shall also be made at regular intervals to national 
committees, member churches and to cooperating boards and societies. 


Relationship with Commission on World Service. The relationship 
with the Commission on World Service of the Lutheran World 
Federation is defined by a memorandum adopted at the 1956 meeting 
of the Commission on World Mission. 


Relationship with the International Missionary Council. Close liaison 
shall be maintained with the International Missionary Council to 
assure fullest cooperation in areas of mutual interest, such as missionary 
studies, surveys, and regional conferences. 


The reports of the consultations of the Commission and the actions 
of the Department shall be made available to the International Mission- 
ary Council. 
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The Department of World Mission 


Function. The function of the Department is to carry the staff respon- 
sibility for administration of the tasks assumed by the Commission 
on World Mission, 


Staff 


1. Nomination and election. The Department director and his associate 
shall be nominated by the Commission and elected by the Executive 
Committee of the Lutheran World Federation for such a term as 
may be determined by the Executive Committee of the Lutheran 
World Federation. 


2. Supervision. The Department director is responsible to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Lutheran World Federation through its 
Executive Secretary. The Commission shall advise the Department 
as to its work, 


3. Budget. The budget for staff salaries and office expenses shall be 
prepared by the Commission and recommended to the Executive 
Committee of the Lutheran World Federation. 


The Treasurer of the Lutheran World Federation disburses the funds 
entrusted to the Department of World Mission. 


Procedure for the Annual Meetings of the Commission on World Mission 


1. Designated representatives of churches in Africa and Asia, of mission 
boards and societies wholly or largely Lutheran, are welcomed as 
consultative members at the annual meeting of the Commission. The 
churches, boards and societies using this privilege are encouraged to 
do so regularly. Travel expenses for consultative members are a 
responsibility of the group represented. 


2. Consultative members have the privilege of the floor but are without 
official vote. In practice the Commission together with the consultants 
discusses all issues until a consensus is reached, 


3. Observers are invited to the annual meeting at the discretion of the 
chairman and director and are usually accorded the privilege of the 
floor. Interested persons residing in the area wherein the Commission 
conducts its annual meeting are encouraged to attend as observers. 


4. The Commission as a servant of the churches, boards and societies 
considers items delegated to it by these churches, boards and societies 
and by the Lutheran World Federation Executive Committee. The 
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specific items are assigned to Commission committees which prepare 
recommendations to the plenary sessions of the Commission for an 
evaluation. The six Commission members serve as the budget 
committee.

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PREFACE 


The Lutheran World Federation is an association of 61 member 
churches. It was created by an assembly of representatives of Lutheran 
churches in Lund, Sweden, in 1947 to replace what had existed since 
1923 in the form of the Lutheran World Convention. The urgent 
need of relief, reconstruction, and refugee service after both world 
wars was one of the factors that led to this free association of churches. 
The need for theological study and discussion of the faith of the churches 
was also a dominant factor in the formation of this confessional world 
movement. 


The Lutheran church is found in most European countries. Through 
migration and missions it has been established in North and South 
America, Asia, Africa, and Australia. With different languages, 
traditions, customs, the churches associated in The Lutheran World 
Federation are united in adhering to the Old and New Testaments, 
to the Augsburg Confession and to the Small Catechism of Luther. 


The pattern of work and service which emerged in the years since 
our Lund Assembly is one of theological study, service to the churches, 
coordination of mission work, and interpretation and information on 
the life of the churches. This directory seeks to give essential data 
on The Lutheran World Federation, its Member Churches, its Depart- 
ments, Commissions, and Committees.

ORGANIZATION OF THE LWF 


The highest authority of The Lutheran World Federation is the Plenary 
Assembly which is composed of delegates from the 61 member churches 
around the world. Since the Assembly meets only once in five years, 
the Federation’s work is directed in the interim by the President, and 
the Executive Committee. The latter appoints the Executive Secretary, 
who directs LWF headquarters with the Business Office, News Bureau, 
and the Editorial Office of the Lutheran World/Lutherische Rund- 
schau, ‘The Executive Secretary coordinates the activities and gives 
supervision to the three Departments, i.e. the Departments of Theology, 
World Mission and World Service. The Departments have special 
Commissions which act as advisory or directing committees. It is 


these Departments, too, that have work on all the continents, concen-’ 


trated in some cases in particular areas as described in this booklet. 
Other Commissions, that do not correspond to LWF Departments, are 
primarily study groups. Finally the special Latin America Committee 
is pledged to the support of the Lutheran churches’ work in one 
particular area of the world. 
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I. THE LWF CONSTITUTION 


The Constitution of the LWF is that adopted by the Plenary Assembly 
at Lund on July 4, 1947, by which the Lutheran World Convention 
was transformed into a Federation. Amendments which took effect 
on July 4, 1948, were made by the Lund Assembly itself. They 
resulted in the formulation of the Federation’s purposes as they stand 
at present and in a more elastic system of distributing seats in the 
Assembly and Executive Committee which allows change and adaptation 
in the future. 


The Assembly at Hannover in 1952 voted an amendment increasing 
the membership of the Executive Committee from 15 to 19 with four 
lay people to be included. 


The Assembly at Minneapolis in 1957 voted to amend the Membership 
Clause (Article IV of the Constitution) as follows (the amendment is 
printed in italics): ‘Their (the Lutheran churches) acceptance into 
membership shall be decided by the Lutheran World Federation in 
assembly, or in the interim, if not more than one-third of the member 
Churches raises objection within one year, by the Executive Committee. ”’ 
This amendment became effective on August 22, 1958 since no objec- 
tions were raised by member churches of the LWF. 


The incorporation of the LWF as a legal entity according to article 60 
and following of the Swiss Civil Code enables it to own or take over 
as trustee such property as member churches or their agencies (e.g. 
missionary societies) may want to entrust to it. In case of an inter- 
national conflict such property would be placed under the protection 
of the neutral Swiss consular authorities. 


THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE LUTHERAN WORLD FEDERATION 


I. Name 


The name and title of the body organized under this Constitution shall 
be The Lutheran World Federation. 
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II. Doctrinal Basis 


The Lutheran World Federation acknowledges the Holy Scriptures of 
the Old and New Testaments as the only source and the infallible 
norm of all church doctrine and practice, and sees in the Confessions 
of the Lutheran Church, especially in the Unaltered Augsburg Con- 
fession and Luther’s Catechism, a pure exposition of the Word of God. 


III. Nature and Purposes 


1. The Lutheran World Federation shall be a free association of 
Lutheran Churches. It shall have no power to legislate for the 
Churches belonging to it or to interfere with their complete auton- 
omy, but shall act as their agent in such matters as they assign to 
it. 


2. The purposes of The Lutheran World Federation are : 
(a) To bear united witness before the world to the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ as the power of God for salvation ; 


(6) To cultivate unity of faith and confession among the Lutheran 
Churches of the world ; 


(c) To promote fellowship and cooperation in study among 
Lutherans ; 


(d) To foster Lutheran participation in ecumenical movements ; 

(e) To develop a united Lutheran approach to responsibilities in 
missions and education; and 

(f) To support Lutheran groups in need of spiritual or material 
aid. 

3. The Lutheran World Federation may take action on behalf of 
member churches in such matters as one or more of them may 
commit to it. 


IV. Membership 


All Lutheran Churches previously affiliated with the Lutheran World 
Convention, which through their representatives participate in the 
adoption of this Constitution, shall continue to be members of The 
Lutheran World Federation. Other Lutheran Churches which declare 
their acceptance of this Constitution shall be eligible to membership 
in The Lutheran World Federation. Their acceptance into membership 
shall be decided by The Lutheran World Federation in assembly, 
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or in the interim, if not more than one-third of the member churches 
raises objection within one year, by the Executive Committee. 


V. Organization 


The Lutheran World Federation shall exercise its functions through 
the following: 1) The Assembly; 2) The Executive Committee ; 
3) National Committees ; 4) Special Commissions. In all the functions 
of the Federation, both clerical and lay persons shall be eligible to 
participate. 


le 


VI. The Assembly 


An Assembly of the Federation shall be held every five years at the 
call of the President. The time and place and program of each 
Assembly shall be determined by the Executive Committee. Special 
Meetings of the Assembly may be called by the Executive Committee. 


The Assembly shall consist of chosen representatives of the member 
churches of the Federation. The number of the representatives 
shall be determined by the Executive Committee. 


The allocation of the representatives in the Assembly shall be made 
to the member churches by the Executive Committee with the 
advice of the National Committees, and due regard shall be given 
to such factors as numerical size’ of churches, geographical distri- 
bution by continents and countries, adequate representation of the 
younger churches and the minority churches, and the right of 
each completely independent Member Church to have at least one 
representative in the Assembly. Suggestions for readjustments in 
the allocation of representatives in the Assembly may be made 
to the Executive Committee by member churches or groups of 
member churches, national or regional, and these readjustments 
shall become effective if approved by the Executive Committee 
and by the member churches concerned. 


The representatives in the Assembly shall be chosen by the member 
churches themselves. 


Whenever Lutheran congregations in union church bodies combine 
to ask for representation in the Assembly, the Executive Committee 
may invite them to send representatives to the Assembly in a 
consultative capacity. Lutheran associations and organizations 
designated by the Executive Committee may be invited to send 
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representatives to the Assembly in a consultative capacity in such 
numbers as the Executive Committee may determine. 


3. The Assembly shall be the principal authority in the Federation. 
It shall elect the President of the Federation and the other members 
of the Executive Committee, shall receive reports from National 
Committees, shall appoint Special Commissions, and shall determine 
the fundamental lines of the Federation’s work. 


VII. Officers 


The President of the Federation shall be chosen by ballot of the Assem- 
bly and a majority of the votes cast shall be necessary for an election. 
He shall assume office immediately after the close of the Assembly 
which has elected him and before the organization of the new Executive 
Committee. He shall be the chief official representative of the Feder- 
ation. He shall hold office until the close of the following Assembly, 
and he shall be ineligible to succeed himself. Other officers of the 
Federation shall be chosen by the Executive Committee. 


VIII. Executive Committee 


1. Each Assembly shall elect nineteen persons who with the President 
shall constitute the Executive Committee of the Federation. At 
least four members of the Executive Committee shall be lay persons. 
Membership in the Executive Committee shall be allocated with 
due regard to such factors as numerical size of churches, geographical 
distribution by continents and countries, and adequate representation 
of the younger churches and the minority churches. In the choice 
of members from the younger churches and the minority churches, 
an effort shall be made to effect changes at each Assembly in order 
to make possible a rotation among all of them. 


2. The Executive Committee shall meet at least once annually. It 
shall choose from its own membership three Vice-Presidents as 
officers of the Federation. It shall also elect a Treasurer of the 
Federation. The duties of these officers shall be those usually 
assigned to those offices. 


3. The Executive Committee shall conduct the business of The 
Lutheran World Federation in the interim between Assemblies, 
shall supervise the appointment of National Committees and receive 
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annual reports from them, shall elect an Executive Secretary and 
assign him his duties, shall make a full annual report (including 
complete financial statements) to all member churches, shall appoint 
all committees and Special Commissions not otherwise provided 
for, and shall represent the Federation in all external relations. 


4. Vacancies in the Executive Committee ad interim shall be filled 
by that Committee. 


5- The expenses of a member of the Executive Committee in attending 
meetings of that Committee shall be borne by the Church to which 
the member belongs or arranged by the National Committee in 
which his Church is represented. 


IX. Executive Secretary 


Immediately following the close of each Assembly the Executive 
Committee shall elect an Executive Secretary who shall devote his 
full time to this office and who shall serve until the close of the next 
Assembly. The Executive Secretary shall be responsible to the Exec- 
utive Committee for his work. It shall be his duty to carry out the 
decisions of the Assembly and of the Executive Committee under the 
general supervision of the President. He shall report through the 
Executive Committee to the Assembly of the Federation. 


X. National Committees 


The member churches in each country shall select a group of persons 
who, together with the member or members of the Executive Committee 
in that country, shall constitute a National Committee for The Lutheran 
World Federation, Each National Committee shall be asked to present 
to the Executive Committee an annual statement concerning the 
interests of The Lutheran World Federation in its country. 


XI. Special Commissions 


Special Commissions shall be established under the authority of the 
Federation and shall be appointed either by the Assembly or by the 
Executive Committee. It shall be the purpose of these Commissions 
to discharge designated functions of the Federation. They shall report 
annually to the Executive Committee, which shall exercise general 
supervision over them. 
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XII. Finance 


The Executive Committee shall prepare annually a detailed budget 
for the Federation, designate the allocation of funds to particular 
needs, and assign to each National Committee its responsibility for 
specific portions of the budget. The Treasurer shall be authorized 
to establish depositories in various countries. 


XIII. Amendments 


Amendments to this Constitution may be made by a two-thirds vote 
of those present at any regularly called Assembly, provided notice of 
intention to amend shall have been given the preceding day. Amend- 
ments so made shall become effective one year after their adoption 
by the Assembly unless objection has been filed with the Executive 
Committee by churches embracing in aggregate one-third of the 
constituency of the Federation.

The US National Committee is identical with the National Lutheran 
Council, the joint agency of the eight USA Lutheran Churches 
which are members of the Lutheran World Federation. The Council 
maintains ‘‘divisions’”” of American Missions, College and University 
Work, Welfare, Public Relations, Lutheran World Federation Affairs, 
and a Bureau of Service to Military Personnel. Within the Division 
of Lutheran World Federation Affairs are departments of Theological 
Cooperation, Lutheran World Service, Lutheran Cooperation in Latin 
America, and World Missions Cooperation, and also a full-time staff 
Secretary for the International Exchange Program. These departments 
cooperate with corresponding departments of the Lutheran World 
Federation in fulfilling the responsibilities of the US National Com- 
mittee.

The system of rotation provided by 
the Constitution for the smaller churches is illustrated by the fact 
that whereas the Executive Committee elected in 1952, had represen- 
tatives from the churches of Austria, Holland, France, and India (the 
Andhra Evangelical Lutheran Church), the present Committee’s 
members represent the churches of Brazil, France, Ethiopia, India 
(the Tamil Evangelical Lutheran Church), and Indonesia.

The Aims of the Department are: 
1. To promote fellowship and cooperation in study among Lutherans. 


2. To engage in such theological studies as are assigned to the Depart- 
ment by the Executive Committee. 
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3. Toseek ways of using the results of theological research to strengthen 
the life and work of the churches. 


The Functions of the Department are: 


1. To coordinate the exchange of personnel — professors, graduate 
students, and pastors. 


2. To make available preparatory studies on the theme for the coming 
Assembly ; to carry on a study program based on the main results 
of previous assemblies. 


3. To facilitate the translation and publication of important theological 
and church literature. 


4. To encourage the member churches to hold conferences for pastors, 
theologians, and laymen, and assist them in making plans for special 
courses, 


5. To list the special needs in the fields of work described above, 
inform the National Committees of such needs, and request their 
support. 


6. To cooperate with all the other programs of the Lutheran World 
Federation. 


The Department of Theology, established in 1952, has been requested 
to perform varied tasks both in administration and _ theological 
studies. To the former belongs the organization of annual international 
theological conferences held in Germany, USA, and other countries. 
In addition, there is the administration of funds for scholarships 
provided by various National Committees enabling the Department 
to maintain a program of exchange of professors, graduate students, 
and pastors. In order to be equipped for these and other duties the 
Department has undertaken to build up a modest theological library 
at LWF headquarters and to conduct a world-wide survey of Lutheran 
theological literature and unpublished theological manuscripts, and 
seeks to establish contact with theological faculties, seminaries, libraries, 
study and research centers, and theological study groups. 

Having organized on behalf of the Commission on Theology the first 
international Congress on Luther Research at Aarhus, Denmark, in 
1956, the Department is planning the next congress of this kind which 
will be held in 1960, probably in Germany. 

The Department’s study program, which is carried on with the help 
of the Commission on Theology, is at present concentrated on the 
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evaluation of the theme of the Assembly of the LWF at Minneapolis 
in 1957 (theme: ‘Christ Frees and Unites’’). The Department, in 
close cooperation with the Commission on Theology, is conducting 
a series of study programs entrusted to it by the Minneapolis Assembly. 
The theme of the main study program for the next five years will be 
“The Lutheran Confessions in Their Significance for the Life of the 
Church Today.” This study will especially include consideration and 
investigation of the doctrine of Justification by Faith. A special study 

on the nature of the Lutheran World Federation, including all eccle- 
~ siological and constitutional implications, has been assigned to the 
Department by the Assembly. 


Funds for research-fellow grants are available for special projects 
within this study program. These grants are to enable younger scholars 
to do research work within a certain time period and on specified 
subjects assigned to them. Besides the regular theological scholarships, 
guest professorships, and support of special projects, this new type 
of research-fellow grant has been included in the ‘Scholarship and 
Research Program”’ of the Department. The Commission on Theology 
will make these assignments to research-fellows. 


The Department is also working in close cooperation with the LWF 
Executive Committee and an Advisory Committee on the establishment 
of a Lutheran Foundation for Inter-Confessional Research, which 
mainly should initiate studies on Roman Catholic theology. For later 
on, investigations on other churches are also being planned. 


The study program is carried on at the meetings of the Commission 
on Theology as well as at theological conferences sponsored by the 
Department in the different member churches. It is further developed 
by articles published in the theological journals of the member churches 
and in the LWF'’s own publication. 


The Department publishes regularly an information bulletin (‘Liter- 
ature Survey’’) containing announcements of theological literature. The 
“Literature Survey’’ is an appendix to the Lutheran World, the official 
publication of the Lutheran World Federation. 


The Department, in the capacity of a theological advisor, cooperates 
in the work of all other branches and Departments of the Lutheran 
World Federation.

Present Programs and Trends 


In the years immediately ahead, LWF/World Service will carry the 
following responsibilities which will continue to require the major 
part of its staff, time, and resources : 


(a) Resettlement or integration of remaining refugees. 


(b) Material relief to stranded refugees or to victims of physical 
disaster. 


(c) Inter-church aid, including assistance to minority churches and 
diaspora groups, and the church workers exchange program. 


However, it would seem desirable to study and analyze these ongoing 
tasks, to ascertain the wisdom of new developments or emphases. 
Among such developments or emphases would be the following : 


(a) The inauguration of a joint service to Lutherans migrating to 
other countries, by which immigrants would be assisted and 
guided into spiritual contacts in the new homelands. 


(b) The coordination of a global mission to Lutheran seamen. The 
Executive Secretary of the LWF has undertaken a preliminary 
study of this subject. 


(c) The further enlargement of the church workers exchange program, 
so that personal contacts between churches may be increased, 
and the interchange of valuable insights and techniques intensified. 


(d) The addition of field staff for specialized services, so that a 
larger portion of inter-church aid will be in the form of personal 
witness, 
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(e) A study of patterns designed more effectively to stimulate 
self-help among minority church and diaspora groups, adapted 
to contemporary rather than post-war situations. 


(f) A study of inter-church aid as it relates to Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. 


(g) Increased service in the field of stewardship and evangelism.

The Lutheran Church of Austria receives aid through LWF/WS for 
various phases of its work, especially the reconstruction of church 
buildings, the creation of new congregations made necessary by the 
influx of Lutheran refugees, and the care of the refugees themselves 
who make up nearly 40 % of the church’s membership. LWF/WS 
also assists in the emigration and resettlement of refugees and supervises 
the distribution of material relief in cooperation with Church World 
Service.

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The offices maintained in West Germany are working solely in the 
areas of resettlement service and care of D.Ps. No financial support 
goes to the West German churches. The emigration service is carried 
out through the German Church from which the LWF office receives 
the cases in need of support. The basic responsibilities of the German 
Church through the Hilfswerk have to be supplemented by our 
international office. A small staff of German nationals works in 
Bremen-Lesum, assisting departing emigrants and handling matters 
pertaining to the Canadian resettlement program. This service is 
partly shared with the WCC. International action and reporting 
necessitated by the distribution of food and clothing from the LWR 
through the German Hilfswerk is the responsibility of the LWF/WS 
offices, The assistance to D.P. hard-core people in the field of inte- 
gration projects and pastoral care is also rendered in very close cooper- 
ation with the German churches. The main part of the pastoral 
program is carried financially by the German churches. The program 
is carried out in constant cooperation with the German National 
Committee and its Committee on Lutheran World Service. The 
D.P. program also includes inter-church aid to exile groups in Holland 
and Belgium,

The program of the Lutheran World Service in Great Britain is 
concerned primarily with aiding the exile churches in Great Britain 
through the Lutheran Council. Lutherans represented in the council 
number about 30,000, most of them immigrants from continental 
European countries, In 1956 pastoral work for Hungarian refugees was 
added to the program, The joint Lutheran youth work is proving 
increasingly successful and English-speaking congregations have been 
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started in London, Hothorpe and Corby. Money for the establishment 
of a revolving loan fund for the purpose of acquiring congregational 
centers has been allocated. Repayment of travel loans to emigrants 
within the sterling area takes place through the LWF/WS London 
office. A teacher for Lutheran theological students is working in 


Oxford, also giving courses in Reformation History at Mansfield 
College. 


Eastern European Package Program 


Through an inter-church aid program for the Lutheran church in 
Poland and a package program administered from Geneva, the LWF/WS 
continues spiritual and material assistance to the churches in the 
countries of Eastern Europe. The package program comprises individual 
shipments of books, medicines, food and clothing. 


France, Italy, the Netherlands, and Switzerland 


The LWF/WS continues its inter-church aid program for the Lutheran 
churches in these countries. In some of them revolving loan funds 
for building purposes, administered by the churches themselves, 
represent a new feature in the inter-church aid development.

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EXCHANGE OF CHURCH WORKERS 


The aim of this program is to provide opportunities for church workers 
(clergy and laity) to receive practical training in churches of other 
countries in order that they get to know and understand each other 
and each other’s church life better and may thus be more effective 
in their own home churches after their return from a period of study 
abroad. 


The decision to create this program was made at the LWF/WS Com- 
mission meeting in New York in 1954. Rules and regulations for its 
implementation were adopted by the Commission at the meeting in 
Ljubljana in August 1955 so that the program could be launched in 
January 1956, when the Department of World Service received the first 
few applications and invitations from Member Churches, 


“Exchange of Church Workers’’ is the name given to the program 
in order to set it apart from the scholarship programs of the Departments 
of Theology and of World Mission. Candidates may apply to their 
National Committee or Member Church for participation in this 
program. The final selection of participants is made by the Commission 
on World Service. 


Mrs. GERTRAUT Hospy serves as assistant for the practical administration 
of this program at the Geneva headquarters. 


SERVICE IN THE FIELD OF STEWARDSHIP AND EVANGELISM 


As of January 1958 the LWF has established at its Geneva headquarters 
a secretariat for stewardship and evangelism. The Study Commission 
on Stewardship and Congregational Life especially furthered the plan. 
The secretary works within the administrative frame of the World 
Service Department. This is a new venture as far as an international 
church body is concerned. The secretariat for stewardship and evan- 
gelism is one of the results of the relations established between the 
churches in the inter-church aid field after the second world war. 


The stewardship secretary is at the disposal of the member churches 
of the Federation for advice and guidance in the stewardship and 
evangelism field. 


The Commission on World Service and the World Service staff at 
Geneva will be glad to discuss with National Committees and church 
leaders local and national plans for activating congregational life. They 
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hope that through the stewardship and evangelism secretariat useful 
practical assistance may be given to many more churches and congre- 
gations as already has been done by the stewardship secretary during 
his first year of service. 


SERVICE TO MIGRANTS AND REFUGEES 


The LWF/WS service to refugees embraces the resettlement work for 
migrating refugees which after the Hannover Assembly in 1952 was 
transferred to the then newly established Department from the LWF- 
Service to Refugees ; the work for local settlement of refugees who are 
not able to emigrate from the country of first asylum ; care and main- 
tenance (including medical assistance and clothing and food distribution) 
and vocational training in Europe, the Near East, and Hong Kong. 


The migration services include selection of eligible persons, in the 
main based on preparatory work and subsequent proposals by the 
church in the sending country, the provision of assurances and affidavits 
by Lutheran church members in the receiving country, the granting 
of travel loans, and pastoral and material care for the settlers in their 
country of adoption. Chaplaincy service on board emigrant ships is 
also provided. The migration services have so far been largely concerned 
with resettlement from Europe to North and South America and 
Australia. The program connected with the Refugee Relief Act of the 
US government was brought to an end by the close of 1957. Some 
of the applicants who did not get to the USA before the deadline 
are now being submitted under the new so-called ‘“‘Kennedy Bill’ 
under which the LWF/WS hopes to assist especially ‘“‘hardship’’ and 
“family reunion’’ cases, including a number of “‘hard core’’ cases. 
The LWF/WS further assists persons emigrating to Canada and 
Australia. The case-load for South America is now very small. 


All resettlement programs are carried out in close cooperation with 
national church agencies : the Lutheran Refugee Service in the USA, 
the Canadian Lutheran World Relief, the Immigration Board of the 
Lutheran Church in Australia, the Evangelisches Hilfswerk in Germany. 
The travel loan fund of the LWF/WS was originally established with 
funds from the US Member Churches, and contributions from the 
Intergovernmental Committee for European Migration (ICEM), and 
enables refugees to resettle in countries throughout the world. Close 
cooperation is also maintained with other agencies working for the 
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welfare of refugees, notably the office of the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees. 


At the Minneapolis Assembly of the LWF an outline of future World 
Service tasks was adopted. One of the points in this outline concerns 
the churches’ pastoral responsibility for the “‘normal migrants’’, the 
persons who leave their home-country to resettle in one of the immi- 
gration countries and do so not under any extra resettlement schemes 
for refugees but under the normal annual quotas. For such migrants 
there is as yet no concerted inter-church plan for pastoral care. 
Invitations by the church and a welcome extended by congregations 
and individual Christians to the thousands of ‘‘quota immigrants’ 
should, in the opinion of the LWF, be an integral part of our over-al’ 
thinking and planning, not only a matter for isolated initiative. The 
establishment of a pastoral referral service for migrants will requirel 
a good deal of consultation between “‘sending’’ and ‘“‘receiving’’ 
countries and churches. In West Germany a system has now been 
worked out by which many quota migrants are reached. The possi- 
bilities for a similar approach are being investigated by the Nordic 
churches.

The background of the Department of World Mission is summarized 
in the ‘“‘Statement on Policy and Function of the Commission and 
Department of World Mission’? adopted by the LWF Executive 
Committee at Northfield, Minnesota, USA, August 1957. (Cf. this 
Directory, the chapter on the Commission on World Mission, page 62). 


At its 1957 meeting the Commission on World Mission, for which the 
Department serves as administering agent, adopted the following 
objectives for its work during the sexennium 1957-1963: 


1. To encourage greater unity among the churches. 

. To aid in the establishment of indigenous churches. 
. To continue to support churches in need. 

. To sponsor and prepare conferences.

. To continue to assist in the education of workers for the churches 
of Africavand “Asia.

In past years the Department has administered a program of financial 
aid to churches and missions still suffering from the effects of the 
war emergency. It has become increasingly clear that this program 
should not be limited to the meeting of emergency requirements, but 
must also be extended to the positive task of assisting in the development 
of growing church programs in areas of special opportunity and need. 
In 1959 direct financial assistance in varying amounts is being given 
to churches and missions in Indonesia, India, Jordan, New Guinea, 
Tanganyika, and South Africas LWF/DWM personnel are working 
with churches in British North Borneo and Indonesia. (Administration, 
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staffing, and financing of the work in areas in Tanganyika which were 
once German mission fields but are now recognized as a common 
LWF responsibility remain in the main the responsibility of the 
National Lutheran Council (USA), the Church of Sweden Mission, 
and the Swedish Evangelical Mission Society.) The Department 
commits a share of the funds at its disposal to special projects of a 
general service nature — from subsidizing a theological journal to 
erecting a broadcasting station. 


The major work of the Department lies in the field of missionary 
cooperation. Partly as a result of circumstances, but also because of 
a common and growing recognition of the unity within the whole 
Lutheran world, churches and missions of diverse origins have formed 
councils or federations or actually fused in organic unity. Such unity 
is demonstrated in varying patterns in New Guinea, Hong Kong, 
Tanganyika, and Madagascar, and movements toward unity, closer 
cooperation and coordination are taking place in almost every land 
where two or more Lutheran groups are working. In this development 
a part has been played by the Commission and Department of World 
Mission, whether it be as liaison, consultant or initiating agent. The 
Department has aided in the elaboration of the statutes of such unions. 
In addition, the churches themselves are aided by studies being put 
at their disposal on various matters and by consultative services, this 
last demanding extensive travel by the staff, 


A number of research and study projects are under way. Statistical 
information is assembled. Information is given and program and 
policies are discussed through articles published, particularly in the 
Lutheran World. An occasional News Letter is distributed without 
charge to several hundred mission and younger church leaders. The 
Department serves as a clearing house for informing churches and 
missions of needs and opportunities for work and provides a liaison 
between the churches in Africa and Asia and those of Europe and 
America, It attempts to maintain close contact especially with the 
IMC and to relate its work to that of this more inclusive body. 


The annual meeting of the Commission — over one hundred people 
participated in the 1958 meeting — affords a regular and especially 
valuable opportunity for consultation among representatives of mis- 
sionary agencies and the Asian and African churches. Consultations 
are sponsored in Africa and Asia as well: the Second All-Africa 
Lutheran Conference (the first was at Marangu in 1955) will be held 
in Madagascar in 1960; a second All-Asia Lutheran Conference 
(following Madras 1956) is scheduled for 1961. 
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In connection with its task of helping to develop a more highly qualified 
corps of Christian workers in the churches of Asia and Africa the 
Department has for some years administered a scholarship program. 
This year, in addition, it is sponsoring the operation of an experiment 
in offering advanced theological education on the African continent. 
At Marangu, Tanganyika, about fifteen students from six African 
countries are engaged in an intensive two-years’ study program to 
supplement the education they have already received in their home 
churches. This All-Africa Lutheran Theological Seminar is designed 
to test the feasibility of offering an Africa-oriented course to an inter- 
national student body in Africa. Director of the Seminar is Dr. JosEPH 
Busse, Hamburg. 


A second project newly undertaken is the establishment of a radio 
broadcasting station to serve the evangelistic cause in Africa and 
Western Asia. This project is at the very beginning of its development. 
The LWF Executive Committee has recommended to member churches 
their contribution to the original capital fund. A qualified staff is 
being recruited. Control will be invested in a representative board, 
chosen by CWM. Programs will be carried in several languages, the 
aim being to assist not only Lutherans but all Christian forces working 
in the areas within range of the station. 


The Department offers to mission societies a trusteeship service for 
the holding of real property. 


Funds for the Department’s staff operations are included in the LWF 
core budget. Funds for its program of grants-in-aid, scholarships and 
other projects are received from LWF member churches and European 
mission societies; of the 1959 budget, which amounts to some 
$550,000.00, over 95 % comes through the USA and Canadian National 
Committees.

3. To explain the aims, functions and program of the Lutheran World

The Functions of the News Bureau are: 

1. To represent the Lutheran World Federation in relation to the 
church press and the general press. 

2. To issue press releases in English and German in the name of the 
Lutheran World Federation. 

3. To provide an article service describing LWF activities and 
developments in the member churches. 

4. To provide a picture service with photo material on the LWF 
member churches and the various areas of work of the Lutheran 
World Federation. 

5. To issue departmental publicity on LWF activities in cooperation 
with the various departments. 

Organization : 

The News Bureau functions under the supervision of the Exec- 
utive Secretary and through him reports annually to the Executive 
Committee. 

The News Bureau, a part of the former Department of Information, 

is now a separate organ in the Federation.

The purposes of the journal are: 1) to serve the Lutheran World 
Federation as an organ of its ecclesiastical and theological relationships 
with the world and the rest of Christianity ; 2) to report on the work of 
the Federation ; 3) to pursue the relationship of the Federation to the 
Ecumenical Movement ; 4) to serve as a medium for the exchange of 
information between member churches of the Federation. 
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The editing of the journal is under the surveillance of an editorial 
board consisting of the President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer and 
Executive Secretary of the Lutheran World Federation. An advisory 
board to which leading theologians and churchmen from the member 
churches belong has recently been formed. 


The Lutherische Rundschau was established in 1951 after its two 
predecessors, the Lutherische Weltrundschau (established in 1948) and 
The Lutheran World Review, had ceased publication. From 1951 to 
1953 the Lutherische Rundschau appeared bimonthly in the German 
language. Since 1954 it has appeared as a quarterly of about 120 pages 
in a German and English edition. The two journals have a circulation 
of about 4,000 copies in 52 countries. 


Alongside his activity as a director of the Evangelical Academy in 
Loccum, Germany, the editor is a member of the executive staff of 
the Lutheran World Federation in Geneva. 


Business Office

It is used primarily to assist in the firm establishment 
of Lutheran congregations among both older foreign residents and 
new immigrants in those countries where no Lutheran churches existed 
until now, e.g. Colombia, Ecuador, Venezuela, and the Central American 
republics; the strengthening of isolated congregations; and the 
expansion of the larger churches’ services, especially in the diaspora, 
and to new immigrants. The Committee is also active in bringing 
pastors from North America and Europe to serve the groups working 
under its sponsorship and in fostering joint actions for all Latin 
American churches such as the production of church literature in 
Spanish.

POLICY AND FUNCTION, 
THE COMMISSION AND DEPARTMENT OF WORLD MISSION 


Through the events of two World Wars God has compelled the Lutheran 
church to look to the needs of Lutheran people in many nations. In 
this examination of need beginning at Eisenach in 1925 a strong concern 
has been registered for the world mission of the church. At the 
founding convention in Lund, Sweden in 1947, the Lutheran World 
Federation was constituted as a federation of Lutheran churches, but 
it authorized the appointment of a Commission on World Mission 
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through which both the churches and independent mission societies 
might consult concerning their common obligation and task in pro- 
claiming the Gospel to all the world. 

The Commission on World Mission was organized at Oxford, England 
in 1949 and has met in regular annual meetings in each subsequent 
year. At the Hannover Assembly in 1952 a Department of World 
Mission was authorized. This Department has functioned since that 
time as the executive arm of the Commission. 


The Commission on World Mission 


Membership. The Commission shall consist of six members, preferably 
three from the churches of Africa and Asia and three from the churches 
of America and Europe, appointed by the Executive Committee of 
the Lutheran World Federation for a term of five years, and responsible 
to the Executive Committee. 

Officers. The chairman shall be appointed by the Executive Committee 
of the Lutheran World Federation. The vice-chairman and secretary 
shall be elected by the Commission. 

Executive Committee. The officers of the Commission and the director 
of the Department shall constitute the Commission’s executive com- 
mittee. This committee shall act on behalf of the Commission between 
regular sessions. 

Meetings. The Commission shall meet annually. The chairman shall 
have authority to convene extraordinary meetings. Effort shall be 
made to convene the annual meeting in Africa or Asia at least once in 
every five years. 


Purpose. The Commission shall have the following areas of concern : 


1. It shall stand ready to serve churches and such mission societies and 
boards whose constituency is wholly or largely Lutheran in carrying 
out Christ’s mandate, “... this Gospel of the Kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world for a witness unto all nations’. 


2. It shall be responsible for the administration of such economic 
assistance as is made available for mission purposes. 

3. It shall carry out such administrative responsibilities as may be 
delegated to it by the Executive Committee of the Lutheran World 
Federation or by constituent churches and their affiliated organi- 
zations through the Lutheran World Federation Executive Com- 
mittee. 
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It shall stand ready to administer mission projects or missions on 
a temporary and emergency basis upon request by the bodies 
concerned until normal arrangements for such administration by 
boards and/or churches and societies can be established. 


Areas of Service 


Dee 


Consultation. Through the Commission and its staff opportunities 
will be provided for consultation in order to further cooperation 
and coordination of work among Lutheran churches, boards and 
societies. The Commission is available for consultation concerning 
the life, stewardship and growth of autonomous Lutheran churches 
in Africa and Asia, particularly in the development of their missionary 
activities. 


Study. The Commission shall initiate and promote the study of 
Lutheran mission obligations and activities. It shall direct member 
churches to unoccupied fields and unused opportunities, encouraging 
the assumption of responsibility for such opportunities by one or 
more member churches. 


Finance. The Commission shall administer funds made available 
by churches and cooperating mission societies. The following 
areas of assistance and work shall have a prior claim on such gifts : 


a) Aid for churches and societies distressed by unusual national 
or international conditions. 


b) Aid for churches and societies that face opportunities of excep- 
tional urgency and of such magnitude that they are beyond 
the immediate ability of the churches and societies concerned. 


c) Scholarships for candidates from African and Asian churches. 


d) Special tasks that require the Commission’s service as agent 
for united efforts. 


The Commission may assign responsibility for the provision of 
financial aid and for the administration of specified areas of work 
to national committees, member churches and to cooperating boards 
and societies. 


Reports. The Commission shall report regularly to the Executive 
Committee of the Lutheran World Federation. For purposes of 
information reports shall also be made at regular intervals to national 
committees, member churches and to cooperating boards and societies. 
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Relationship with Commission on World Service. The relationship 
with the Commission on World Service of the Lutheran World 
Federation is defined by a memorandum adopted at the 1956 meeting 
of the Commission on World Mission, 


Relationship with the International Missionary Council. Close liaison 
shall be maintained with the International Missionary Council to 
assure fullest cooperation in areas of mutual interest, such as missionary 
studies, surveys, and regional conferences. 


The reports of the consultations of the Commission and the actions 
of the Department shall be made available to the International Mission- 
ary Council. 


The Department of World Mission 


Function. The function of the Department is to carry the staff respon- 
sibility for administration of the tasks assumed by the Commission 
on World Mission. 


Staff 


1. JVomination and election. The Department director and his associate 
shall be nominated by the Commission and elected by the Executive 
Committee of the Lutheran World Federation for such a term as 
may be determined by the Executive Committee of the Lutheran 
World Federation, 


2. Supervision. The Department director is responsible to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Lutheran World Federation through its 
Executive Secretary. The Commission shall advise the Department 
as to its work. 

3. Budget. The budget for staff salaries and office expenses shall be 
prepared by the Commission and recommended to the Executive 
Committee of the Lutheran World Federation. 


The Treasurer of the Lutheran World Federation disburses the funds 
entrusted to the Department of World Mission. 


Procedure for the Annual Meetings of the Commission on World Mission 


1. Designated representatives of churches in Africa and Asia, of mission 
boards, and societies wholly or largely Lutheran, are welcomed as 
consultative members at the annual meeting of the Commission. The 
churches, boards, and societies using this privilege are encouraged to 
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do so regularly. Travel expenses for consultative members are a 
responsibility of the group represented. 


2. Consultative members have the privilege of the floor but are without 
official vote. In practice the Commission together with the consultants 
discusses all issues until a consensus is reached. 


3. Observers are invited to the annual meeting at the discretion of the 
chairman and director and are usually accorded the privilege of the 
floor. Interested persons residing in the area wherein the Commission 
conducts its annual meeting are encouraged to attend as observers. 


4. The Commission as a servant of the churches, boards, and societies 
considers items delegated to it by these churches, boards, and societies 
and by the Lutheran World Federation Executive Committee. The 
specific items are assigned to Commission committees which prepare 
recommendations to the plenary sessions of the Commission for an 
evaluation. The six Commission members serve as the budget 
committee.
